PUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION.

PLAN IN NEW-YORKE CITY APPROVED.

RicgrtetD Springs, Sept. 19.—A con- 
vention without contesting delegations, whose 
proceedings were so perfectly harmonious that 
not a single incident occurred to mar their ac- 
cord, and whose results were reached with 
no interference by outside pressure, was the 
rare political spectac'e presented by the Re- 
publican Party in this little inland village to- 
day. The day itsel? was perfect. The wig- 
weia, profu:ely decorated, was the centre of 
attraction to a throng of country people, who 
had gathered from miles arouna to witness 
the methods of selecting a great party’s State 
ticket. Every seat in the structure reserved for 
spectators was occupied and the most intense 
interest wes manifested in the proceedings. 
The renomination of the old ticket, as was 
generally vredicted, and the selection of a 
Wayne County man for the vacant Treas- 
arership nomination were accomplished, and 
the delegates prepared to return to their 
homes infused w.th new vigcr for the Fall 
campaign. The absenc3 of many prominent 
members of the party neither lessened the in- 
terest in the convention nor diminished the be- 
lief in the success of the party’s nominees. A 
wiewam proves to be quite as acceptable a 
place in which to select a ticket as a plastered 


wall, and a happy allusion was made to this 
fact in Senator Lapbam’s reminder that Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s nomination was made in no 
more pretentious a structure than the little 
bui'ding of rough lumber erected by the en- 
thusiactic residents of the Springs. 

The convention was called to order by the 
Chairman of the State Committee, Mr. John 
F. Smyth, at 12 o’clock. A prayer was offered 
by the Rev. Dr. S. K. Lothrop, of Oneida 
County, in which he sexen pa aliuded to the 
memories that were revi by this second an- 
niversary of the death of Gen. Garfield. The 
voice of ex-Senator E. Millspaugh Madden was 
the first to break, in business-like tones, upon 
the convention. It came like a bolt from 
overhead. The Orange delegation had been 
left out in the matter of seats,and the indig- 
nation of its leader|was at the top notch. 
There was a hurrying of ushers, and the 
neglect was promptiy remedied. The dreary 
roli-call was interrupted by few incidents. 
There was instant attertion when A. 8. Draper 
spoke fer Albany, and the convention as in- 
stantly relapsed into dreaminess when it was 
learned that the interruption was only for the 

urpose of substituting W. W. Brahman for 

e> Davidson. Col. S. V. R. Cruger spoke 
for the Fifteenth New-York District, and the 
convertion applauded when he said that the 
contesting delegates had settled their differ- 
ences. George B. Sloan asked that the name 
of P. W. Cullinan be temporarily substituted 
for his own, in order that an explanation 
might be made of the affairs of the First Dis- 
trict of Oswego. Mr. Cullinan, in ponderous 
tones, said that while be and his friends had 
yielded nothing, they had decided, in the in- 
terest of peace and harmony, to withdraw 
from the contest. When the echoes of Mr. 
Cullinan’s voice had died away, the conven- 
tion applauded this settlement of differences 
between the Stalwart Cullinan and the Half- 
breed Sloan. 

For tbe temporary Chairman of the con- 
vention United States Senator Elbridge G. 
Lapham was nominated by William D. Dickey, 
of Orange. George B. Sloan and Salem H. 
Wales v&re appointed a committee to conduct 
bim to bis chair to which he was unanimously 
elected. As soon as the applause had sub- 
sided Senator Lepham entered upon the deliv- 
ery of a speech, in which the reunited condi- 
tion of the party was felicitously portrayed. 
His reference to last year as the Bull Rup of 
the party and to the present year as certain to 
be its Appomattox wes hailed with pro- 
jonged applause. The divided condition of 
the Usmwocracy as indicated in the elec- 
tion of three sets of delegates to their 
State Coc-vention and the declaration 
that the ‘tumultuous Democracy” of 
Mississippi was paralleled in this State, was a 
point that possessed its significance. His his- 
tory of ths Republican Party and its pro- 
nounced attitude on the questions of the day 
received responsive cheers from the audience. 
When be toucved upon the policy of the party 
and its earnestness in the cause of protecting 
all branches of labor and industry, he 
was interrupted by the most enthusiastic 
cheering. There was a most impressive 
tulenve during his ailusions to the Presi- 
dent who wassuddenly stricken down at the 
very Leginuing of bis Administration. The 
likening of President Arthur to the soldier wko 
stepped bravely forward to snatch the flag 
from the failing colo.-bearer drew forth such 
a general expression of confidence and admira- 
tien as to compel him to remain silent until 
the outburst had expended itself. 

Tbe selection of commitiees followed. Con- 
gressman Charles R. Skinne:, of Jefferson, 
moved that a Committee on Contested Seats be 
appvintel. The motion was ruled out of or- 
der by Senator Lapham wita this single re- 
mark: ‘‘‘here are no contested seats in 
this convention.” Mr. Skinner contrib- 
uted to the merriment thus excited 
by the statement thet, although his 
motion was against his own judgment 
ans had been made by requesy as the usual for- 
mal motion, it might be as well perhaps to 
select such a committee and empower its mem- 
bers to sit, with clubs and pis*:3, in session iv

To the Committee on Resolutions was re- 
ferred, at the suggestion of Gen. Husted, all 
resolutions without debate. The convention 
was in a humor to listen to the reading of res- 
olutions, and Salem H. Wales succeeded in 
getting before it resolutions of the Metropoli- 
tan Industrial League. Ex-Bank Superin- 
tendent A. 8. Hepburn followed his example 
by presenting the resolutions adopted by the 
Cooper institute meeting of tae Anti-Monopoly 
League, and these were also received with 
respectful attention. Having paved the way 
for the more serious work of the afternoon, 
tho convention adjourned till 3 o'clock. 

Upon reassembling, the name of Senator 
Warner Miiler for Permanent Chairman was 
presented by the Comm:ttee on Organization. 
lt was received with every demonstration of 
satisfaction, and the applause was renewed 
when the Senator, escorted by Mr. William 
Smyth and ex-Lieut.-Gov. George G. Hoskins, 
made his way upon the platform. Mr. 
Miller at once began the delivery of a 
speech, which was listened to with the 

teenest attention from its beginning to 
its very end. His characterization of 
tho traducers of the dead Garfield’s memory 
was applauded again and again, and it was 
pasy to see that he had touched upon 4 chord 

hat awakened the most intense sympathy. 
is declaration that a plan of liberalizing and 
‘broadening the party was absolutely necessary 
to insure its continued vitality in this State 


was appreciated by his audience, and bis prac- 


tical on of the manner in which it 
might be accomplished was warmly indorsed. 
1t was useless, he said, to attempt to hide the 
fact that in the immediate past the Republican 
Party of this State had not been altogether 
harmonious. It was oqually unwise and sedi- 
tious to indulge in recrimination one witn 
another. The delegates met as Repub- 
licans, forgetting any of the new-fan- 
gled names that had been invented to de- 
scribe the factions into which the party 
had at times been divided. He believed the con- 
vention could set in motion a movement which 
would so sworumgnly unite the party that it 
would again be what it had been in the past, 
and repeat the triumphs of the past. There 
was, Mr. Milter thought, no difference of opin- 
ion in the party on the great questions which 
affect the State or Federal wovernment. The 
party stood substantially united on the great 
principle of proper and adequate protection to 
American labor and industry and on civil 
service reform. The cause of the trouble in 
the party in this State, the speaker believed, 
had been mainly, if not entirely, a trouble of 
organization. In this State the Republicans 
had outgrown the processes and systems that 
had been used in their primary organizations. 
There was the trouble.. A majority of the 
primaries were not attended by 10 per cent., 
some not by 1 per cent. of the voters of the 
district. ‘‘If,” said Mr. Miller, ‘‘I am told 
that the people will not attend the primaries, 
my answer is thatif our institutions are not 
to fail we must havs such a system, sucha 
plan of organization, as will induce the peopls 
to come into the primaries and take their just 
share in the managemens and organization of 
the party. Let that be done and I believe that 
the thousands on thousands of independent 
voters in this State who lean natural- 
ly to our party, but who now either vote 
for our opponents or stay at home, can be 
drawn into the fold of the Republican Party.” 
The trouble of organization, the speaker went 
on, was not alone in the cities. The great Re- 
publican vote was in the rural districts, and 
the difficulty was to get out the rural vote. 
The time had come when the Republican;Party 
of New-York should liberalize its organization 
in such a manner as to attract to it all the in- 
dependent voters. Mr. Miller advocated 
making the State Convention two, taree, 
or four times r than it is now, He 
would send to it at least one delegate for every 
primary in the State, and that delegate 
should be elected directly by the votes of the 
people at the primary. This would make the 
people in every county, town, and hamlet 
take such an interest in politics that they 
would be in the primaries and send their best 
men to represent them in the State Conven- 
tion. In conclusion Mr. Miller eulogized the 
eg of the Republican Party in national af- 
airs. 

Mr. Kisselburgh read the platform, which 
was received with marked enthusiasm, partic- 
ularly expressed at those points where the Aa- 
ministration of Presiaent Arthur was ap- 

ved, The plan of reorganization in New- 
ork City was approved, and the adoption of 
a constitutional amendment with regard to 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors was recommended. The platform was 
as follows: 


The Republicans of New-York, in State Conven- 
tion, hold that the record of the Republican Party 
in the past affords the best guarantee of the 
party’s purpose and acts inthe future. The pres- 
ervation of the Nation's life, the extension of free- 
dom and equal rights to embrace all, the keeping 
of the national faith, the promotion of the national 
credit, the payment of the public debt, the reduc- 
tion of taxation, the protection of home indus- 
tries, the elevation of labor, the purification of the 
civil service, and, in fine, the administrative policy 
based upon wise legislation that has given unex- 
ampled prosperity to the country and promoted 
the happiness and progress of the people, are 
achievements that commend the Republican Party 
to continued popular favor. 

We rejoice in the wisdom and success of Presi- 
dent Arthur's administration of the affairs of Gov- 
ernment, which commands universal respect 
throughout the couutry, and bas the confidence 
and support of the Republicans of the State of 
New-York. Our Senators and our Representatives 
in Congress have our thanks for their partin the 
reduction of internai taxation to the extent of $40,- 
000,000. While the national credit is kept unsullied, 
the public debt is being steadily reduced. and the 
defenders of the national life are justly the recipi- 
ents of agrateful republic’s bounty. We approve 
honesty and fidelity in Governmental expenditures, 
the reduction of interest on thejpublic debt, ana 
the payment of the debt as rapidly as may be 
without unduly burdening the people; the bring- 
ing of taxation within the lowest practicable lim- 
its, the reduction of the force of public officials to 
the lowest number consistent with the require- 
ments of the service, and the adoption of every 
practical means that will diminish the burdens of 
taxation. 

We rejoice in the suocessfal inauguration of 
civil service reform, a result of Republican agita- 
tion and national progress, and insist that the 
work thus auspiciously begun shall be prosecuted 
to complete success. 

We favor a system of tariff laws under which, 
while revenue tor the Government is provided, 
American producers are justly protected. Ameri- 
cau labor elevated. and home markets are secured 
to home prvducts forthe advantage alike of the 
producer and laborer. 

We favor the removal of all unjust burdens upon 
American shipping and the awarding of ovean 
mail contracts to the Jowest bidders aniong owners 
of American vessels after open competition. 

We favor the establishment by Conzress of a 
Nationa!) Bureau of Labor Stutistics, with the ob- 
ject of promoting the industrial, social, and sani- 
tary condition of the people. 

We favor the surrounding of the primarv meet- 
ings, as well as the popular elections, with the 
security of henesty and purity, as indispensavle 
requisites to correct political action. 

The tendency to create monopolies requires 
checking by adequate jegislation. Unjust dis- 
crimination in transportation should be prohibited, 
and violation of charterea privileges justifies the 
interruption of the State to correct the evils thus 
engendered. Taxation should be equalized, and 
its burders be borne proportionately by real and 
personal property, and the policy of the taxation 
of corporations is approved on the test of its prac- 
tical operation. 

Thé free canal policy of this State has in prao- 
tice justified its adoption by restoring the canals 
to their usefulness. by bringing to the State in- 
creased commerce, by assuming to it the con- 
tinuauce of commercial supremacy. 

We approve the plan of party reorganization in 

the City of New-York, and recommend thatit be 
persisted in to the end that it shal: embrace all Re- 
publicans in the City on equal terms and feeling. 
_ We believe in the wisdom of the people in decid- 
ing all questions pertaining to the public welfare. 
and would accede tu the desire of a large body of 
our citizens to submis to the voters of the State a 
constitutional amendment in regard to the manu- 
fscture and sale of intoxicating liquors. 

Democratic incapacity and inability to adminis- 
ter government are demonstrated in the conduct 
of the Jate Legislature, where a two-thirds Demo- 
cratic majority was false to its pledges and to pub- 
lic interests. The reckless partisanship and insa- 
tiable creed for office of the Democratic Party 
brought it into contempt. Its speciai legislation 
to make places for partisans and its increase of 
the salary list to reward favorites, brought up- 
on it public execration. Its utter disregard of 
important public interests and its increase of State 
taxation uro offenses not to be condoned. 


| ra course pursued in its cowardly attempt 
to evade the responsipility of affirmative ac- 
tion on the convict labor question and to 
shi:« the issue directly presented in the platform 


of the last Democrativ State Convention, has 
earned the distrust of tax-payers and the contempt 
of the working man. It is the duty of the people 
to rescue the Legislature from the control of an in- 
competen* and faithless party and from being 
the sport of place-hunters und spoilsmen, and to 
secure a continuanes of economica!, efficient, and 
satisfactory administration of thc State depart- 
ments by tne election of the tickst for State offi- 
cers this day placed in nomination. 

Edward M. Johnson and Lorenzo R. Locke 
having been confirmed as the permanent Sec- 
retaries of the convention, the making of nom- 
inations was begun. B. H. Hall, of Troy, pre- 
sented the name of Gen. Josepb B. Carr tor 
Secretary of State, and in eulogistic terms re- 
ferred to his services in the fleld aod in the 
office to which be had been twice elected. Mr. 
Smyth, of Tioga, seconded the nomination, 
and Gen. Carr was ncminated by accla- 
mation. The name of Controller John L. 
Davenport for renomination was presented 
by George W. Nichols, of Steuben, and 
in seconding it A. S. Draper, of Albany, 
warmly indorsed Mr. Davenport as the model 
Controller of the Empire State, whose pru- 
dence, conservatism, and conscientious dis- 
charge of duty had won him commenda- 
tion in every section of the State. Mr. Daven- 
port’s renomination was unanimous. 

For the nomination of Treasurer a quiet 
canvass had been made during tbe morning by 
the friends of Col. Ethan Allon, of New-York, 
and the strength which had been collected 
startled and alarmed the followers of Pliny T. 
Sexton. who had supposed that they had the 
field exclusively to themselves. Henry E. 
Tremain, of New-York, presented Col, Allen’s 
name, and it was seconded by William H. 
Waring, of Brooklyn, and Parker D. Fay, of 
this village. Mr. Sexton was nominated by 
Henry R. Durfee, a townsman, and was sec- 
onded by John J. Platt, of Outchess, and Se- 
reno E, Payne, Congressman-elect of Cayuga. 
Chemung had a candidate who was brought in- 
to the field by Col. Luther Caldwell, of Elmira. 
His name was William J. Lormore, a well- 
known merchant of Elmira. Kings, as is 
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sometimes the case, got on the wrong side of 
the fence, casting 45 votes for Col. Allen, Tne 
forty-sixth man, John J. Nichols, voted for 
Mr. Sexton, the announcement being made by 
Albert Daggett. Salem H. Wales cast the 79 
votes of New-York for Col. Allen. W. R. 
Spooner, of the Twenty-third District of 
that City, objected to this, and_ re- 
corded himself for Mr. Sexton. Erie, 
upon whom the Allen men depended for 
a large following, was divided, three-fourths 
of her delegation, with James D. Warren at 
its head, supporting Mr. Sexton. When 
Orange was reached, ex-Senator Madden 
created laughter by delivering himself of a 
characteristic deciaration, to the effect that 
he was opposed to kickers, modern reformers, 
and grumblers of all sorts. He was going to 
vote for a man who supported the Republican 
ticket in season and out, he said, and he named 
Mr. Sexton as his choice. Before the result 
was announced, Allegany and Chemung 
changed from Lormore to Sexton, and of the 
475 votes cast Mr. Sexton received 260 and 
Col. Allen 215. Mr. Sexton’s nomination was 
made unanimous on motion of Gen. Tremain. 

For State Engineer and Surveyor, Silas Sey- 
mour was renominated by ex-Superintendent 
ot Public Schools Neil Gilmour, of Saratoga, 
ex-Senator Madden seconding the nomination. 
The same course was followed as in the case of 
the other members of the old ticket. The 
ticket was completed by the renomiaation of 
Attorney-General Leslie W. Russell, of St. 
Lawrence, his name being presented by Con- 
gressman Skinner, of Jefferson. 

Before adjourning, Col. 8. V. R. Cruger 
urged the adoption of a resolution in regard 
to the reorganization of the party in New- 
York, in order that there should be no cavil- 
ing over the authority of the Committee of 
Eighteen in the prosecutior of its labors. Mr. 
Brodsky joined with him in this appeal, and 
the convention adopted the following ; 

Resolved, That the Central Committee of the 
City of New-York be directed to carry out the plan 
of reorgarization in that County proposed by the 
Committee of Eighteen, with such amendments as 
may be deemed advisable by said committee. 

In harmony with the views of Senator Mil- 
ler was a preamble and resolution presented 
by Congressman Skinner that were also 
adopted, in whick the State Committee was 
instructed to consider the subject of a reor- 
ganization of the party in the State and ma- 
ture if possiblea plan. Mr. Skinner believed 
that this proposition would find a responsive 
echo throughout the State. The idea of hold- 
ing the primaries all on the same day, so that 
the day should be as well known as the day of 
election itself, was, he said, reduced to a prac- 
tice in all the towns of Jefferson County. The 
preamble and resolution were as follows: 

Whereas, It is the judgment of this convention 
that the State Conventions of our party should be 
enlarged and liberalized, to the end that the peo- 
ple may be more directly represented in its delib- 
erations, and that delegates thereto be chosen by 
a direct vote of the people of the towns and wards 
of the State, and that primary elections for the 
choice of delegates should be held simultaneously 
throughout the State; therefore, 

Resolved, That the State Committee be instructed 
to consider the question of the reorganization 
of the party upon a broader basis, and to mature 
a plan, so far as possible, in conformity with the 
above preamble, to be submitted to the next State 
Convention. 

The announcement of the names of the new 
State Committeemen, the reference to the 
next State Committee of a resolution suggest- 
ing Buffalo as the place for holding the next 
convention, and a vote of thanks to the hotel- 
keepers and residents of Richfield Springs for 
the excellent accommodations provided for the 
delegates, closed the work of the convention, 
and it adjourned sine die, 

Pliny Sexton, the candidate for State 
Treasurer, is a resident of Palmyra, Wayne 
County, where he was born 43 years ago. His 
father was Pliny Sexton, a well-known abo- 
litionist, whose efforts in aiding colored fugi- 
tives from the South to cross the Ca- 
nadian line won for him the distin- 
guishing title of  ‘‘station-master” of 
the underground railroad. Mr. Sexton 
received a thorough academic education, 
which was completed by a course at the Troy 
Polytechnic Institute and the Poughkeepsie 
Law School. By profession he is a lawyer, 
although of Jate years he has abandoned its 
practice. Since 1876 he has been President of 
the First National Bank of Palmyra. His 
townsmen have recognized his worth by 
making him President of their  vil- 
lage and school beards, and he in 
return - has conducted their financial 
affairs with such success that taxation in the 
district has been reduced to its very lowest 

oint. His liberality toward the Repuplican 

arty in his section has given him an enviable 
distinction among its members in the Western 
end of the State. Mr. Sexton has held no 
more prominent office than that he now fills in 
his town district. Two years ago be wasa 
delegate to the State Convention which met in 
New-York City.

The new apportionment for Congressmen 
gives one more member of the committee than 
it has had during the past 10 years. The 
Brooklyn delegates were unable to agree upon 
members of the comunittee for the Second, 
Third, and Fifth Districts, and these vacancies 
wil) not be filled until after the delegates 
return home. The new State Commit- 
tee bas 18 members thut were not on 
last year’s committee, though several of 
them have been on the committee 
in previous years. Among the more conspic- 
uous members of the committee last year who 
are left off this year are John F. Smyth, of 
Albany; Thomas C. Platt, of Owego: De Witt 
C. Wheeler and Michael Cregan, of New-York, 
and John M. Davy, of Rochester. Tom Piatt 
was anxious to get cn the State Committee 
again this year, buta majority of the delegates 
ot his Congressional district were against bim, 
and they selected Senator Holmes to (fill 
his place. They say there is a wide-spread 
suspicion in that district that Platt’s only ob- 
ject in retaining his position on the committee 
was to work mischiei to the party, as he did 
last year, when he loaded it down as heavily 
as he could, and then sneaked off to California 
and left the ticket to take care of itself, It is 
also charged and generally believed that the 
only interest he has had in the Republican 
Party since it refused to return him and 
Conkling to Washington is to further the 
wishes of the corporations with which he is 
connected. Col. Cregan declined a reappoint- 
ment on the committee, preferring that other 
members of the party should more actively 
participate im its management. Ex-Congress- 
man Davy, of Rochester, was left off through 
a combination between the Arthur Stalwart 
and half-breed delegates of his district. 

Amonz the new members of this year’s com- 
mittee who have not been on any previous 
State Committee are W. Van Mater, a farmer 
and ex-Assemblyman of Niagara; Charles M.

FRENCH FOREIGN POLICY 


THE IROUBLES IN MADAGASCAR 
AND TONQUIN. 

THE OUTRAGES AT TAMATAVE MUCH WORSE 
THAN REPORTED—PROGRESS OF THE 
TONQUIN PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 19.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Calcutta states that the published 
account of the French outrages at Tamatava 
falls far short of the truth, and adds that when 
the Knglish Consul, Mr. Pakenham, was dy- 
ing the French priests endeavored to force 
him to become a Catholic and compelled him 
to kiss the crucifix. 

The Times thinks that with the absence from 
Paris of M. Challemel-Lacour, the informal 
mediation of Earl Granville, and the fact that 
negotiations are now in the hands of M. Ferry, 
the Marquis Tseng, and M. Waddington, the 
differences between France and China relative 
to the Tonquin question are in a fair way of 
adjustment. 

Paris, Sept. 19.—M. Waddington was pres- 
ent at yesterday’s conference between the 
Marquis Tseng, the Chinese Ambassador, and 
Prime Minister Ferry. Several journals men- 
tion M. Waddington as the probable successor 
of M. Challemel-Lacour, in the event of the 
latter resigning his portfolio as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs.

O’DONNELL’S ADVENTUROUS LiFE. 
BIS CAREER IN IRELAND AND AMERICA— 
CAREY UNKNOWN TO HIM. 

Lonpon, Sept. 19.—The 7imes, in tracing 
the antecedents of O’Donnell, finds that he is 
45 years of age, and is a native of Meracladdy, 
County Donegal, Ireland. He has been to 
America several times, served in the American 
war, lived tor some time in Philadelphia, and 
kept a public house on the Canadian border. 
He invested his funds in silver mines and in 
Fenian bonds, and lost his money. He re- 
turned to Ireland last May and _ kept 
company with Irish-Americans in London- 


derry. He carried a revolver, and was con- 
sidered astrong Nationalist, but was opposed 
to the invincibles. He denounced Carey when 
the latter turned informer, and declared that 
he would not shoot, but would burn him b 
inches. He went to the Cape to seek week 
because he considered America ‘' played out.” 
He had never seen Carey before taking pas- 
sage, and had no idea that the informer was 
on board the steamer Kinnfauns Castle when 
he embarked upon her. The defense will prob. 
ably be that Carey tried to shoot the prisoner, 
who wrenched the revolver away and used it 
to protect his own life. It is stated that 
O’Donnell’s brother, who is living in Ireland, 
will endeavor to obtain the services of Mr. A. 
M. Sullivan, member of Parliament, to con- 
duct the defense. The friends of O’Donnell 
ridicule the idea that he went to the Capo for 
the special purpose of killing Carey.

A dispatca trom Vienna tothe Times says 
the crisis in Buigaria has been overcome for 
the present, a compromise having been effect- 
ed whereby the Russian Minister continues in 
office, but refrains from interference with the 
internal politics of the country. He will re- 
tire as soon as the new institutions come into 
force. Prince Alexander’s position is de- 
clared to be unimpeachable. 

The visit of Mr. Gladstone to Copenhagen 
has been made the occasion of considerable 
comment by Convinental journals, who pro- 
fess to see in it a deep-laid scheme to forma 
coalition against the Austro-German alliance. 
The English journals ridicule this idea. They 
declare that there is no political purpose to 
effect, and say that if Mr. Gladstone had any 
object of this nature in view it was simpi7 to 
exercise a purely moral influence in favor of 
peace. 

London, Sept. 20.—A Vienna dispatch to 
the Daily News says that while the troubles 
in Croatia are ceasing, the agitation is spread- 
ing to Dalmatia. Proclamations have been 
distributed summoning Dalmatia to make 
common cause with Croatie.

THE RUSSIAN NIHILISTS. 

St. Pererssure, Sept. 19.—The Warod- 
raja Wolja, the chief Nihilist organ, is being 
secretly printed in this city. In a recent pub- 
lication it reviews the work of Count Tolstoi, 
the Minister of the Interior, and says a con- 
tinuance of asimilar policy cannot be toler- 
ated. ‘‘The days of Tolstoi, the hangman,” 
it declares, ‘‘ are numbered.’’ An account is 


given of the excesses at Ekaterinoslay, where 
the anti-Jewish riots recently occurred, 
which is quite different from the official 
version, and in which it is stated that 
200 persons were killed b the troops. 
The tone of the Narodraja Wolja shows that 
the Nihilists are not foreign to these excesses, 
but desire their frequent repetition. The 
Petropaulovski citadel, the paper states, though 
many prisoners had died, was so crowded re- 
cently that 50 prisoners had to be removed. 
Many of them were so ill that they were car- 
ried ou stretchers. ‘The Nihilist Ichiriajeff 
died there from the effect of bad treatment, 
and a female Nihilist was shot dead while at- 
tempting to escape.

EVADING THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 
Soaaiheigiiia ties 
MESSENGERS SAID TO HAVE BEEN PRO- 
MOTED WITHOUT EXAMINATION. 

Wasuincton, Sept. 19.—The friends of 
civil service reform say that an open and 
flagrant violation of the law has taken place 
in the Interior Department. Three different 
promotions have been made of messengers 
without examination, which places two of 
them inside of the nine-hundred-dollar grade 
of clerks. It is argued that ir a mes- 
senger can be promoted to a_ nine- 


hundred-dollar place, he can also be 
Haken ren along the grades to an eighteen- 
undred-dollar place, and the civil service 
law is thus madea nullity. All that will now 
be necessary to avoid an examination is for 
a Secretary to appoint a man as messenger 
and promote bim until be reaches the sala- 
ry intended for him. This is regarded 
as avery serious matter. Secretary folger, 
in a correspondence on this very point recent- 
ly, said that thera was nothing that he could 
find in the rules of the commission forbidding 
such promotions, but if they were made it 
wvould be a violation of the law. The tirst 
fault is to be found, however, with the 
Commissioners who left this door open in 
failing clearly to designate the positions 
to be filled by competition. In the old civil 
service rules every department was divided 
into groups and graaes, from the lowest to the 
yee eee. Promotions could only occur as the 
rules provided, the point of admission being 
plainly stated. Thereis nothing like this in 


the new rules.

SAM PINE CAPTURED.

MI8S STOCUM’S ASSAILANT IN FAIRFIELD 
COUNTY JAIL AT BRIDGEPORT. 

BripGEeport,Conn., Sept. 19.—Sunday after- 
noon last astrange horse and wagon were found In 
Newtown, Conn.,a town inthe Housatonic Valley, 
22 miles north of this city. A negro had been seen 
with the team, and was heard to inquire the road 
to Hawleyville,a town five miles distant from New- 
town. It was known by the Newtown officials 
that a team answering to the descriptien of the 
abandoned one had been stolen on Saturday from 
Orson Hazen, of Lake Mahopac, near Salem, 
N. Y., and word was fsent to Sheriff Crofutt, 


who at once started for Hawleyville. A number of 
citizens joined the officer in surrounding a man 

who had shortly before been seen by the roadside 
sitting on a log in a pieceof woods. There he was 
captured, and in his possession was found a valise 

containing two revolvers of 32-calibre, a 
dark lantern, old coins, a change of 
clothes, and keys of various shapes and sizes. 

The man gave his name as Clarence Smith 

and said he belonged in New-York. He was near- 
ly starved, having had no food for two days. 

When accused of having stolen the horse he con- 

fessed. but gave no reason for thecrime. Smith 

was taken to Newtown, and had a hearing on 
Monday. He was placed under $1,000 bonds for 
trial before the Superior Court for horse-stealing. 

Tuesday morning Sheriff Crofutt took the man to 
Ridgefield, and the keys found in his valise were 
identified as belonging to the firm of Bailey & 
Gage. At noon he was taken to Danbury and 

loaged in the jail. To give the negro one square 
meal, he was taken to a restaurant at/ 
night, and while there he was recognized 
by severat as Sam Pine, the man who 
assaulted Miss M. E. Stocum, the Salem 
(N. Y.) school teacher, on June 26. A colored man 
was sent for, who said the man was his cousin, 

and pronounced him the veritable Sam Pine. The 
prisoner then turned to Sheriff Crofutt and said: 

“It is all over with,me now, I guess.” Last even- 
ing an officer sent a team from Danbury to North 
Salem. about nine miles distant, and just across 
the State line, after Miss Stocum. This morning 
Mr. Finch returned with the school teacher and 
took her to his house. Sam Pine, allas Smith, was 
sent for by the Sheriff, and on arrival, before the 
negro had left the carriage, Mies Stocum recog- 
nized him through the window, exclaiminz as she 
did so. **That is the man.”’ The prisoner was then 

taken into the house and those present passed into 
the room where he stood, one by one. Pine looked 
at each one as they passed him, but when Miss Sto- 
cum appeared his eyes wandered and be would not 
notice her. He was then turned iu all directions 
and the young lady did not hesitate to repeat, * He 
is the man.” No questions were asked of Pine at 
this time and he made no observations, 

Sheriff Crofutt arrived fn this City this afternoon 
bringing with him the prisoner. He was at once 
taken to a photographer and a negative of his 
black countenance secured. After this he was 
escorted to the County Jail on North-avenue where 
he awal'!s further proceedings, It is probable that 
the authorities of New-York will procure requisi- 
tion papers and take the prisoner to North Salem 


for trial.

ABNER TAYLOR’S VINDICATION, 


———._— 


A HALF-BREED GETS JUDGMENT AGAINST HIS 
STALWART TRADUCERS. 

CuIcaco, Sept. 19.—A judgment of $5,000 
was confessed by agreement between the par- 
ties in favor of Abner Taylor, and against 
Beach, Barnard & Co., printers, to-day. Taylor 
began the suit Aug. 12, 1880, and demanded 
$25,000 damages. He set up in his declara- 
tion the fact that in the Spring of that 
year Republican primaries were held in 
the First Ward for the election of delegates to the 
Republican State Convention, to be held at Spring- 
field, which convention was to select delegates to 
the National Convention, held in Chieago. At the 
First Ward primaries two tickets were voted for, 
one, with Jobn Wentworth at the head, being the 
“Grant ticket,” and the other, headed with 
Abner Taylor’s namo, being the “anti-Grant 
ticket."” The contest that followed, including 
the story of the eontesting delegations which were 
sent to Springfield by the Stalwart convention 
‘held at the Palmer House, and the half-breed con- 
vention at Farwell Hall, is then related, and also 
the result of the fight in the Springfield Conven- 
tion. Taylor then charges that Beach, Barnard 
& Co. printed and caused to circu- 
lated a pamphiet which purported to be an 
account of the manner in which the First Ward 
primaries were held, and which embodied certain 
affidavits and statements drawn up in the interest 
of the Palmer House crowd. One of these 
affidavits, signed by a man named Michael 
McFadden, set up that McFadden was 
a teamster employed by Taylor to cart 
tramps and vagrants from other wards tothe First, 
where they would vote the “anti-Grant” and 
“Taylor” ticket; that he carried 175 of these 
voters who were not Republicans, and had no right 
to vote in the primaries of that ward if they were, 
and received 50 cents a head for them. Also, that 
other drivers did the same. ind that all of these 
illegal voters plumped the Taylor ticket. Similar 
affidavits were made by other parties and printed 
in this pamphlet, which was extensively circulated 
in Chicago and in the Springfield Convention.

LARGE FIRE IN SCRANTON. 
——_>—-—— 
THE FAIRLAWN COAL-BREAKER BURNED, 
CAUSING CONSIDERABLE LOSS, 
SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 1¥.—The coa!-break- 
er of the Fairlawn Colliery, in the centre of this 
city, was destroyed by fire at 3 o’clock this morning. 
The flames originated in a barn, close by, where a 
number of mules and horses were housed, 
and the alarm, which was kept up for 
more tban an hour, brought thousands to 
the scene. Many rushed half-dressed from 
their bedrooms to learn the cause of the glare, 


which flooded the city with light and sent showers 
of sparks and cinders far and wide. At the risk 
of his own life the horses and mules in the burn- 
ing barn were saved by Watchman James O’Don- 
nell. Ina few minutes after the flames struck the 
base of the great wooden structure they were 
leaping through to several floors, and it was only 
a sbort time until the entire building looked like 
a pillar of fire more than a hundred feet in height. 
The timbers in various parts of the breaker were 
saturated with oil from the breaker, and after the 
fire got headway its progress was irresistible. The 
entire Fire Department of the city and many of 
the delegates who are attending the State Conven- 
tion of Volunteer Firemen turned out to save the 
property, but they were compelled to confine their 
efforts to the protection of the houses near by, 
many of which caught fire several times. 

The loss of the breaker falls heavily on the own- 
ers of the Fairlawn Counce, and will throw 400 
men and boys out of work. The property was 
purchased last Spring from Hosie Brothers by a 
company, of which H. W. Linderman, of Buffalo, 
is President, for $60,000. The coal is mined ona 
lease from Judge Lewis Jones, of New- 
York, formerly of Seranton. The breaker was 
insured for $20,000. The company had some 
trouble with its workmen a short time ago, and 
it is thought the fire is the work of an incendlary, 
but there are no good grounds for such a suspicion, 
since the workmen themselves will suffer a good 
deal by the destruction of the property. 


ACOAL MINERS’ STRIKE PROBABLE. 
—_—__>—. 
THE RAILROAD MINERS AT PITTSBURG ASK- 
ING FOR INCREASED PAY. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 19.—The trade tri- 
bunal appointed to determine a rate of wages for 
the railroad coal miners of this district to-day de- 
cided to call in the umpire at once in order 
to obtain a settlement. The operators want 
the present rate, 344 cents per bushel, con- 
tinued antil Nov. 1, and the miners want an 
advance of 34 cent a bushel, to go into effect 
on Oct. 1. Among the members of the tribunal the 
best of feeling prevails, but there are signs of dis- 
content among the miners, which, in all propabil- 
ity, will lead to trouble. To-day asecret meeting 
of representatives of those employed on the Pitts- 


burg, Cincinnati and St. Louis Railroad and the 
Chartiers Valluy Railroad was held at Mansfield, 
The result was a call for a general convention of 
all railroad miners to be held in this city next 
week to consider the advisability of demanding 4 
cents per bushel for mining lump coal, or 34% cents 
per bushel for all coal mined, including nut 
coal and slack, (dust,) for which the miners 
have heretofore received no pay. They ciaim that 
an act passed at the regular session of the Legisla- 
ture provided for the payment for everything 
sent out of the pit, and that the op- 
erators derive large profits from the 
sele of the nut coal and slack which 
has been mined for nothing. The officers of the 
Miners’ Association deprecate this movement. but 
express fears that they will not be able to check it. 
Operators say if it ispersisted in the 8,000 miners 
of the district will have another season of en- 
forced idieness after Ovt. 1. 
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GEORGE ECKERT SENTENCED. 


A MOTION IN ARREST OF JUDGMENT DENIED 
BY THE COURT. 

Kineston, N. Y., Sept. 19.—In the criminal 
term of the Ulster County Court of Sessions to-day 
District Attorney Clearwater moved sentence in 
the case of George Eckert, convicted last week of 
seducing a young lady under promise of marriage. 
Ex- Attorney-General Schoonmaker, one of the 
prisoner’s counsel, entered a motion in arrest of 


judgment. Among the alleged errors of the trial 
court was the admission of the testimony of five 
witnessess whose depositions were taken by 
commission in Iowa. The defense at the 
June term swore out a commission to ex- 
amine a witness residing in that State. The 
District Attorney asked and obtained leave to 
join in the commission and examine witnesses in 
behalf of the people with regard to matters testi- 
tied to by the witness named byjthe defense. On the 
trial of the indictment, after the defense had read 
in evidence the testimony of their witnesses, they 
sought to exclude the testimony of those examined 
by the District Attorney, claiming that by the Fed- 
erai and State Constitutions a prisoner was enti- 
tled to be confronted with the witnesses who tes- 
tied against him. The District Attorney’s action 
being distinctly authorizea by the new Code of 
Criminal Procedure, the point was overruled and 
the defense excepted. Another ground of alleged 
error was the drawing out from the defendant on 
bis cross-examination facts showing illicit rela- 
tions with another woman.

ROTTEN BOILERS PATCHED 


REMARKABLE THSTIMONY OF A 
KINGSTON BOILER-MAKER. 
JOHN CULLUM DECLARES THAT THE BOIf- 

ERS IN MANY OF THE SOUND STEAMERS 
AND OTHER VESSELS ARE UNSAFE. 
John Cullum, a boiler-maker, of Kingston, 
testified yesterday before Steam-boat Inspector 
Starbuck in the Riverdale investigation. Mr. Cul- 
lum said that about a year ago he was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Boiler-makers’, Union in this City, and . 
that during the strike he and several other union 
men made an ineffectual effort to seeure the 
sympathy of the public and of the Inspectors to 
inaugurate a system by which all boiler-makers 
that repaired boilers should report the facts to the 
Inspectors, because the union men elieved’ that 
very many boilers were in a very bad condi- 
tion. Some time ago he was called to patch 
the boiler of the ferry-boat Riverside av 
Kingstop. The work was done under the 
orders of the’ engineer, and the owners 


seemed to be ina great hurry to have it done as 
speedily as possible, but did not seem to be as par- 
ticular as to the strength and durability of the 
boiler. The iron of the boiler had been so eaters 
away by corrosion that witness was obliged to pull 
— iron tothe patch instead of the patch to the 
ron. ‘ 

‘* What was the condition of the boiler when you 
completed your work?” asked Mr. Starbuck. 

“Well, it would hold the water,” replied the 
witness smiling. Then he added that some time 
before he remembered putting a patch on tha 
boiler in question. 

‘* Are there any other boilers of steam-boats that 
you mended ?”’ asked Mr. Starbuck. 

“ Yes, the City of Dallas and the Carondelet, of 
the Mallory Tipe and the Staten Island ferry-bo 
Westfield,” sdid the witness. About 18 mon 
ago, while he was employed at the Delamater 
Iron-works, he was sent to put on a large soft 
patch on the boiler of the City of Dallas. Cor- 
rosion had done its work, and some parts of the 
shell were only one-sixteenth of an inch in thick- 
ness, so thin that with one blow of his hammer he 
was able to punch a hole into it.’ While 
ov the soft patch there was danger of its pulling 
away the other iron. Witness was also ordered to 
put on a patch to the chimney of the boiler. Hoe 
got into conversation with the other mechanics 
who were at work there, and they told him that 
they also had put one or two patches on the 

** Was the boiler fit to go to sea,” asked Mr. Star- 
buck, to which witness replied thatit was not fit 
to run, because the shell was too much corroded 
and could not resist a heavy pressure of steam. 
By this time its condition, if still in the steamer, 
must be much worse, and it was only @ question of 
time when it would explode. Mr. Cullum was also 


sent several times to make repairs on the boilers” 


of the steamer Carondelet, Whenever she came 
into port he was generally sent, al some- 
times other boiler-makers went, and it 

customary among the men in the shop, 

ever the Carondelet was «ta 
make guesses as to which of them would 
be sent to patch her up. On one occasion 
he remembered putting on two patches, one of 
which was at the back bead of tbe shell. These 
bollers too were unfit for service, and were in a 
dangerous condition. About two years ago he 
was employed for several days in mending 
the boilers of the Staten Island ferry< 
boat Westfield. They need a thorough overe 
hauling, for they were badly corroded and 
unfit for use, but the owners would not let him do 
more than a certain amount of work, and that was 
to put onapatch. The inside sheets of the far- 
nace were very poor, and the boiler it- 
self was not safe. Witness had been told 
by a man who had repaired * the boilers 
of the steamer City*of Springdeld that 
ran to Rondout, that they were in a dangerous 
condition. From his own observation and from 
conversations he had had with other boiler-makers 
who had patched up steamers in this port, he war 
satisfied that one-half in number of the boilers 
the Sound steamers were unsafe, the shells of 

of them being worn down to the thinness of a wafer. 
The Inspectors examined the boilers ones a 
year, and witness thougnt it would be a very 
thing if boiler-makers reperted all repairs the 
made to the ectors, who shoa!d be compell 
to attend to them promptly. Witness said he 
knew of many stationary boilers at Kingston and 
elsewhere that were in a positively dangerous cons 
dition and might at any time explode and destroy 
life and property.

“If part of the bottom of a boileris worn oF 
corrosion on the inside, how can you determine 
whether there are any other spots also worm 
away ?” asked Mr. Starback. 

The witness deliberated fora moment. an@ then, 
pointing toa piece of the Riverdale boiler that 
was badly corroded,-said that whenever such a 
spot was found it was reasonable to infer thas 
there were other defective spots in the boiler,

ether hand against the same spot on the 
outside, he could tell pretty aceurately how 
thick the iron was there. Where he could not 
reach with his hands he could, by pounding with 
his hammer and loosening the scales, forma 
good idea of the thickness.

THE PREMIER , OF . BRITISH f COLUMBIA'S: 
VIEWS OF AMERICA’S FUTURE, * 
’ Vicrorra, British Columbia, Sept. 12—rt 
was at the most western point of their Journer that 
the newspaper section of the Villard party had ona 
of the most peculiar experiences. - Upon arriving 
at Victoria the principal resident, mem- 
bers of the Provincial Government of. Britisy 
Columbia wefe invited to meet them at luncheon 


on board the steamer North Pacific, which Mr. Vil- 
lard had furnished for the journey. Among 
present were the Prime Minister the Hon. William: 
Smith, the Hon. John Roberson, Provincial Secre- 
tary and Minister of Finance; Mr. Redfern, Mayor 
of Victoria; Mr. Francis, the American Consul, 
and Mr. Higgins, the editor of the Colonist, of Vic- 
toria. ée 

In replying to the toast of “The Queen,” Pre= 
mier Smith made a speech which was evidently 
the expression of views which had been long pon 
dered, and no doubt represented the opinion 
of a large part of his constituency. The 
annexation of British Columbia, or any part of it, 
tothe United States he declared impossible, but 
the future would certainly bring to pass the ane 
nexation of a part of the Pacific coast section of 
the United States to British Columbia. If 
was in that Province, with its vast deposits of coal, 
with exbaustless timber, with its unparatieled hare 
bors. with iliimitable wheat fields behind him, 
and with the new type it was breeding of men 
and women of unapproachabie physique, that 
the star of empire was to reach its final zenith. 
Through British Columbia the pathway of Asiatic 
trade was 1,000 miles shorter than by 
Francisco. That fact and the- absence 
of coal in California and the speedy 
absorptien of all the arable lund tributary to it 
showed that San Francisco had about reached its 
highest development. Portland could not carry 
across the bars of the Columbia the magnificent 
commerce that Asia is offering us. It was in Brit, 
ish Columbia that the north-westwardly march of 
civilization was to reach its cuimiaation. 

Passing beyond the destination of the future 
glories of this province, the Premier, with 
less tact than might have been expected, 
proceeded to prophesy the certain dissolu- 
tion of the American Union. “It is,” he 
said, “a matter of deep _ conviction 
with me and with many others who have atten- 
tively considered the drift of affairs in the United 
States that that country cannot continue undi- 
vided. Its elements of population are too varied, 
the interests of its different sections are too 
diverse. The day will come when it must go ta 
pieces, and when that day comes British Columbi 
will be glad to take into ber arms that fragment o 
it which is her natural neighbor.” 

Minister of Finance Roberson, who spoke after 
the Premier, and deprecated the tone of his 
speecb, was one of a number of prominent Vic« 
torians who signed a petition to President Hayes 
to take British Columbia into the United States.

Boston, Sept. 19.—Congressman George D. 
Robinson, of Chicopee, heads the anti-Butler tick- 
st for this Fall's campaign, having been nominated 
to-day by acclamation, after an informal ballot on 
whioh be ted far in advance of all the other candi- 
dates. With him on the ticket are the men on last 
year's ticket for Lieutenant-Governor and other 
officers. Ali, except the candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, were nominated by acclamation 
without a ballot. There was no open strug- 
gie over any question or any candidate, 
and what differences of opinion there were among 
the delegates were shown only in the silent ballot. 
Jt was a convention so determi.ied in harmonious 
action, so wellin hand, so ready to be directed, 
and so eminently respectable, that the business 
advanced with remarkable smoothness and de- 
eorum, and to those who looked for dramatic in- 


sident, spirited movement, and crisp, sharp de- 
bate, it wastameand disappointing. But it nad 
its interesting features, aud conspicuous among 
these were the repeeches, the hearty response 
from the floor to the most advanced aad independ- 
ent of the sentiments uttered from the platform, 
the exhibition of hostility among the delegates not 
only to Butler, but to Butlerism, and the splendid 
reception of Mr. Robinson, who was brought inte 
the convention after his nomination, and accepted 
it in one of the shortest and best speeches of the 


day. 

The convention was organized as if by clock- 
work, all the details having been arranged before- 
hand. Chairman Lodge, of the State Committee, 
eallea the convention to order, and Secretary 
Fiagg. of the same eommittee, read the call. Then 
Chairman Lodge and Secretary Flagg were made 
the temporary officers. Next the prayer was of- 
fered, the Rev. O. P. Gifford, a Boston Baptist 
clergyman and a Prohibitionist, performing this 
duty. Mr. Lodge then delivered his address. 
He said he addressed the convention on behalf of 
the State Committee. It had been at work steadily 
since its organization last January and was ready 
forthe struegie. As far as efficient organization 
and accurate information went, the committee was 
much further advanced at this time than had ever 
been the case in past years. This was because 
never before had there been such need of prepara- 
tion.

Before the ballot for candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor was taken an unsuecessful attempt was 
made to secure the nomination of Oliver Ames by 
acclamation. The ballot resuited in the choice of 
Mr. Ames by a vote of 775, against 307 for Col. 
Codman, in a total vote of 1,097. The other canal- 
dates were cach nominated from the floor in brief 
speeches, and made the selection of the conven- 
tion, as already stated, by acelamation, as follows: 
Secretary of State—Henry B. Peirce, Abington; 
Treasurer—Daniel A. Gleason, Medford; Attorney- 
General—Edgar J. Sherman, Lawrence; Auditor— 
Charles R. Ladd, Springfield. 

The business was then complete, but the dele- 
gates were lothto go, and calls were made for 
speeches from party leaders. Gov. Long spoke 
heartily of Mr. binson, pronouncing him a man 
as pure a8 gold and as true assteel. Healsoadded 
his contribution to the day’s denunciation of Bat- 
ler’s administration. Major Brown, the counsel 
against Butler in the Tewksbury case, also 
spoke briefly, and then the convention reluctantly 
adjourned. It wasone of the largest and finest 
ever beld in the State. All except abouta dozen 
of the more than 1,300 delegates were present, and 
ameng them were many men not often seen in po- 
litical conventions.

THE RING RULES IN MARYLAND. 
A CUT AND DRIED PROGRAMME CARRIED OUT 
IN THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


For Governor—Rosert M. McLang, of Baltimore. 

For Attorney-General—Cuaruies B. Rozerrs, of 
Carroll County. 

For Controler—J, Frank Turner, of Talbot 
County. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 19.—The ring programme 
was carried out without a single change in the 
Maryland Democratic Convention in this city to- 
day. Congressman Kobert M. McLane was put at 
the head of the ticket as the candidate for Gov- 
ernor. Ex-Congressman Charles B. Roberts, of 
Carrroll County, wae nominated for Attorney-Gen- 
era], and J. Frank .Turner, of Talbot County, for 
Controller. The proceedings of the convention 
were not of a especially interesting character, as 
everything was arranged beforebana, and 
no interference with the cut-and-dried 
programme was allowed. No attempt at 
opposition to the rule of the ring 
was made on the nominations as McLane and 
Roberts were put on the ticket on the first ballot, 
and only two ballots were required to plaee the 
name of Turner there. But in the matterof a 
platform some opposition was made, and while it 
was far from being successful, it was interesting 


as showing the breach between the two factions of 
the Democracy. 

The platform of the ring, which was adopted. 
dealt almost entirely, with national issues, 
touching upon State matters only in the 
last plank, which indorsed the course of Gov. 
Hamilton in carrying out the declaration of 
principles affirmed in the Democratic ;platform of 
1879. This last plank was thrown out as asop to 
the Hamilton men in the convention, but it by no 
means satisfied them. Mr. H. H. Keedy, of Wash- 
ington County, an intimate friend and near neigh- 
bor of Gov. Hamilton, therefore presented, as 
a member of the Committee or Platform,a mi- 
nority report. This report was similar in tenor to 
the public address of Gov. Hamilton, issued in 
August, and after referring in complimentary 
terms to the Governor's record, demanded the 
abolishment of the office of Tax Commissioner, 
the offices of the weighers of live stock and 
graiu, and of compulsory inspection of tobacco. 
it also demanded a reorganization of the oyster, 
tobacco, and canal service upen civil service re- 
form principles; a reduction in the number of 
officers and employes of the Legislature, tbeir 
eompensation to be fixed by law, and all extra 
compensation to be prohibited; also, that the 
large and unnecessary fexpenditures of the Land 
Office be abolished, and the law for the newspa- 
per publication of the laws be _ repealed. 
Then, further, that more efficient laws be passed 
against bribery and improper and wrongful use 
of money in all forms at elections, and against as- 
sessments upon office-holders for political pur- 
poses, and, finally, that all appointing powers be 
taken from the Board of Publie Works. This 
minority report did not receive in all more than 10 
yotes, and Mr. Keedy, when he attempted to make 
a speech in its favor. was loudly hissed by Gor- 
man’s band. He declined to be put down, and 
boldly stood his ground and said: *‘ You may hiss 
me if you will, but Iam telling you the plain truth 
when I say that if the Democratic Party continues 
in her present course in Maryland she will be 
weeel beyond recovery.” 

This was the only protest against ring methods 
made in the convention, and its failure was plain 
— to the anti-ring mon that there was no use 

n making an effort, and so they sat quietly in 
their seats and Jet the ring have its own way. The 
ticket nominated is at best a weak one, and witha 
united Republican Party the ehances of a change 
of administration in this State are excellent. 

The platform, as adopted, was as follows:

PHILADELPHI REPUBLICANS. 
DESPERATE FIGHT OF THE OLD GAS TRUST 
RING TO REGAIN POWER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Sept. 19.—The Re- 
publican Ceunty Conventions to-day resulted in 
the nomination of E. Harper Jeffries for City Con- 
troller, George 8S. Graham for District Attorney, 
William E. Littleton for clerk of the Court of 
Quarter Sessions, and Thomas J. Porter for Coro- 
ner. Messrs. Graham and Littleton are the present 
incumbents and have made suoh excellent records 


that there was practically no opposition to their 
nomination for re-election. Both will command 
the full Republican vote and will be elected. Mr. 
Powers is the present Deputy Coroner—one of the 
806 who stood by Grant at Chicago—and won his 
nomination after a bitter ficht, Powers will also 
be elected. Mr. Jeffries is distinctively the can- 
didate of the old Gas Trust ring, who have been 
repeatedly defeated, but who apparently do not 
mean to stay defeated. Three years ago Mr. 
Jefiries was placed on the Republican ticket for 
Controller by the Gas Trust coterie after Joel Cook, 
the nominee of the convention, had been forced to 
withdraw. Jeffries was beaten by Controller, now 
Gov., Pattison by about 13,000 majority, the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred and their followers among 
the Independent Republicans going solidly for Pat- 
tison against Jeffries. 

The Controllership was always the citadel of the 
bosses. When they lost it six years ago they lost 
their grip onthe city. They are now making a 
desperate attempt to regain it, and depend upon 
Republican disgust with the Democratic State Ad- 
ministration to carry them through. Orders 
that Jeffries should be nominated were sent 
out to the old adherents of the ring by Rowan, 
Leeds, and McManus several days ago, and 
for a week it has beon known that the order would 
be obeyed. The convention to-day, in which the 
nomination was made, was packed with the old- 
time heelera and strikers of the machine, who 
groaned and hissed and shouted down all opposi- 
tion to the set-up candidate. The result will 
be a bitter fight at the polls witn the Commit- 
tee of One Hundred and the Independent Repnub- 
licans generally arrayed in opposition to Jefiries. 
Mr. Page, the present City Controller by appoint- 
ment, and a reformer with an unassailable record, 
will withont doubt be the Democratic candidate, 
and to-night it looks as though he weuld have the 
hearty support of the Committee of One Hundred, 
many of whom have already expressed their ais- 
gust with the war? effries’s nomination was brought 
about. Phillip C. Garrett, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, said to-night: “*I donot 
believe that Mr. Jeffries wili be elected. It 1s well 
known that he diligentiy sought the nomination 
before and that he demanded it as his right tnis 
time. Such neminations cannot find much favor 
in the political attitude of the people. The matter 
will come up before the Executive Committee of 
the Committee of One Hundred at an early day.” 

“T regard the nomination of kK. Harper Jeffries 
as a victory of the worst elements of the old rotten 
ring,” said John Field. “Ithiuk the Controller- 
ship too important an office to be allowed to fall 
into the hands of the gang.’

DENOUNCING THE MAHONE PARTY. 
A S8PIRITED LETTER FROM GEN. D. H. 
CHAMBERLAIN TO MR. DEZENDORF. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Gen. D. H. Cham- 
berlain, ex-Governeor of South Carolina, has writ- 
ten a letter to the Hon. John F. Dezendorf, of Vir- 
ginia, in which he declares that the Re- 
adjuster Party in that State was brought 
forth in fraud, and that its leader is 


the type and consummate embodiment of 
political bossism and self-seeking. He de- 
clares his purpose to denounce the policy of up- 
holding him or regarding his methods silently, by 
whomsoever such a poliey may be practiced. 
While he makes no charges, he says that, “If 
the Administration at Washington, as the news- 
papers give reason to fear, is supporting or 
aiding Mahone, it is an intolerable humiliation 
and wrong, and all good Republicans ought to so 
consider it—a special offense against civil service 
reform, as well as against general political good 
conduct.”’

A BAD S8MASH-UP ON THE WEST SHORE 
ROAD NEAR SYRACUBE. 

Syracusx, Sept. 19.—Soon after 7 o’clock 
this morning a terrible accident occurred on the 
West Shore Railway in front of the new station 
which isin proeess of erection four miles east of 
Syracuse. At 6:30 o'clock a construction train, 
composed of 20 or 80 platform cars, pushed by en- 
gine No. 97, Mart Quigley, engineer, left the city. 
The train was under the charge of Conductor 
Lathrop S. Heyser, and on board were over 150 
laborers, forming the gangs of Foromen John Dil- 
lon, John Norton, and John Longstreet. The work- 
mer were largely Italians, with a sprinkling of 


other nationalities! Nothing occurred until after 
the train rounded the curve beyond the point 
where the West Shore crosses a road. There a 
hand-car, on which were several workmen, was 
seen approaching from the east. These men came 
from the tool-house east of the station and were 
putting in a switch west of the building. They 
sought to reach the point where they were to 
work, aud did not halt, as was their duty, but oon- 
tinued on until the construction train was so near 
them that it frightened them. They finally stopped 
near the switch and attempted to remove the car 
from the track. Seeing the construction train com- 
ing toward them at the rate of 25 miles an hour, 
the men became frightened and made a bungle in 
taking off the car. One end dropped down, and 
the wheels struck the ties of the nerth track in 
such a manner that the eombined strength of the 
men was insufficient to raise it. As the train 
reached the spot the men sought sefety in flight, 
leaving the hand-car in such a position that one 
end was so near the track that the truck of the 
first car was hoisted off the track. 

The engineer of the construction train saw the 
hand-car as soon as he rounded the curve, and 
supposed the men would get it off the track. See- 
ing that they continued to run, he reversed his en- 
gine, but the wet rails aud the momentum of the 
train made it impossible to hold the long line of 
platform cars, After leaving the track the first 
ear ran along over the ties « distance of 200 fect, 
when it collided with four platform oars standing 
on the south track. This second eoilision caused 
the construction train to make a “rail fence,” and 
before the train could be stopped 15 ears had been 
wrecked. The trucks of the cars were piled up in 
aheap 12 or 15 fect high, the wheels, axles, &e., 
being packed together more solidly than they could 
have been by human ingenuity. 

As the succeeding car reached the blocked trnuoks 
the platform of the car was sent fiying forward. 
The men seated thereen were hurled into the air 
and thrown in all directions. Some were caught 
in the dépris, others jumped from the train, while 
others were thrown upward only to fali to the 
ground. The accident was witnessed by Conduc- 
tor James Waite, whose train was passing tho 
locality at the time. On reaching the city Con- 
ductor Waite notified the West Shore officers. A 
special train was made up, and a corps of physi- 
cians summoned, and in a very short time the re- 
lief train was on the way to the scene of the acci- 
dent. Three persons were killed outricht. They 
were Frank Smith and John Car, a water boy, of 
this city, and an Itallan known as Nobb, about 30 
years of age. The number of seriously injured is 
20, most of them Italian laborers. The injured 
were tuken to St. Joseph's Hospital, in this eity. 
It is thought by the attending physicians thata 
number of the wounded Italians cannot survive 
their injuries.

THE GRIP READY AT LAST. 
nctibidnimletedanate 

THE BRIDGE RAILWAY TO BE OPENED AS 

SOON AS THE TRUSTEES CONSENT. 
‘*Hi, young feller, jump aboard lively now; 
this kyar fer Brooklyn!" The agile Tims report- 
er landed himself quickly upon car No. 6o0f the 
Brooklyn bridge railroad which stood at the New- 
York terminus of the bridge, the brakeman gave 
a turn to the wheel, and off it went up the incline 
toward the big tower, the traction rope drawing 
the ear along easily and rapidly, and the iron ca- 
bles and girders slipping past underneath at the 


rate of 10 milesan hour. “It’s all thesame going 
up hill or down,” remarked the amiable brake- 
man, taking an extra grip on the rope. **We go 
just as fast as long as we keep ahold of the cable.” 
Presently the car entered a long square tunnel like 
an iron cage, which looked with its interlaced iron- 
work in perspective like a gigantic cobweb meet- 
ing ata point farin the distance. ‘“ We're running 
the cars every five minutes to-day. It takes us 6 
minutes to get across,” said the brakeman, as he 
reversed the wheel, loosed the grip, and let the 
car run down the incline to Brooklyn, easing up 
with the brake when too great a speed was 
reached. 

The ear ran guietly intothe station, was switched 
off by a little dummy engine, and the reporter 
alighted, to find Col. Paine standing in a thought- 
ful attitude and surveying with an anxious eye the 
results of hislabors. “I told the Bridge Trustees 
this morning that everything worked well now,” 
said Col. Paine cheerfully, ‘and it only depends 
upon their decision when the railway is to be 
opened to the public. People seem to think that I 
bave the say in the matter, but the Trustees have 
the sole power. All this talk about my grip is non- 
sense. The diffieulty has not been with the grip 
chiefly; we have scarcely altered it a particle. 
But we have had a number of troubles to contend 
with. First, the drums and journals heated, and 
we haven't altegether got over that difficulty yet, 
Then;the telegraph refused to work, and no one 
could tell what was the matter withit. The wires 
are insulated, but this very morning some one gave 
a false signal to start the engine by accidentally 
striking the wire with a hammer—or at least we 
suppose that was the case. I’ve had more trouble 
a thousand times with the brakes than with any- 
thing else. It’s hard to get all this maehinery to 
work perfectly, and Idon’t say that everything is 
beyoad improvement now—nothing can ever be 
that. But things work well now, and everything 
isin good running erder. The railway will be 
opened as soon as the Trustees direct it; when 
that willbe I don’t know. Until that time we 
only carry people who have passes.’ Work was 
going on yesterday at the New-York tower, where 
a commemorative tablet is to be placed. Another 
will be fixed upon the Brooklyn tower. 


PARK POLICEMAN M'KAY DISMISSED. 

At the meeting of the Park Commissioners 
yesterday, Mr. Moritz Heyman and his wife and 
Mr. Ernest Rose were in attendanee to testify to 
charges against Lawrence McKay, the Park police- 
man who arrested them near Central Park on 
Saturday night, and, it is alleged, tried to black- 
mail them, failing in which he released them. 
Capt. Beatty, of the Park police, told the Commis- 
sieners that he had notified McKay, who was sus- 
pended, to appear for trial, but that he had re- 
fused to come. Commissioner Viele read the 


ebarges sgainst McKay, reciting, first, that while 
intoxicated he had arrested Mr. and Mrs. Heyman 
and Mr. Rose without justification, had acted 
toward them in a rude and insulting manner, and 
had assaulted Mr. Heyman; and, second, that 
after making the arrests, he had discharged the 
prisoners without taking them to the station- 
house in the arsenal, against the rules of the 
department. A communication was also read 
signed by Emil Eitel denying the truth of a re- 
ported interview with him, in which be was made 
to say that the upper part of Central Park at night 
resembles a disreputable house, and that the Park 
policemen were constantly taking money for allow- 
ing men and women to enter for immoral pur- 
poses. *‘ McKay,” said Mr. Viele, “ was undoubt- 
edly jntoxieated, and did a gross wrong without 
realizing what he was doing. But these charges 
purporting to come from Mr. Eitel refiect on every 
policeman in Central Park, and they are & gross 
outrage on the department. I want their contra- 
diction to be as public as their original promulga- 
tion.”’ Commissioner Viele then moved that Park 
Policeman Lawrence MeKay be dishonorably dis-

If he attempts to move south upon 
the Danish settiements, he has 740 rations at Cape 
Sabize, 240 more on an island in its vicin- 
itv west of Brevoort Island, and 240 at 
Littleton Island, sufficient without retrenchment 
for 48 days for hie command.

HARDSHIPS OF POOR PEOPLE. 


MISS HELEN POTTER TELLING OF THE NEEDS 
OF THE TENEMENT-HOUSE OCCUPANTS. 

Dr. Clemence S. Lozier, Mrs. Emily Ferrier, 
and Miss Helen Potter addressed the Senate Com- 
mittee on Labor and Education yesterday. The 
necessity of giving the ballot to women and of in- 
dustrial education for the sex were the texts upon 
which they spoke at length. Miss Potter, how- 
ever, gave some facts as to the sanitary condition 
of the poorer classes which have been noted dur- 


ing her visits among them. The greatest evil 
—the one most common in tenement-house 
districts—was a laek of water, {which could 
rarely be had in many districts above 
the secona story of the houses. With 
such poor faciiitres it was almost impossi- 
ble for tenants to get a supply sufficient for per- 
sonal uses, and wholly out of the question to ob- 
tain sufficient to wash floors, &c. Miss Potter cited 
a number of cases of this kind, and asserted that 
pad drainage and sewerage, the lack of pure 
water, and the huddling together of large numbers 
of families in erowded tenements was having its 
effect in .roining the health and increasing the 
death-rate of the City. There were refuse heaps, 
she asserted, within a few bloeks of the City Hall 
that bad not been cleaned off in years, and the 
streets generally in the tenement-house districis 
were covered with filth and piles of bage that 
were injurious to health of the City at large, 
as well as the dwellers in the immediate vicinity. 
One great cause of the unhealthfulness of tene- 
ment-houses was that tenemeut-houses were 
erected on made ground, and that ground was 
composed of refuse, street-serapings, and garbage, 
aconstant source of health-destroying gases. A 
remedy to many of these evils would be to compel 
the owners and builders of these tenement-houses 
to comply with the Jaws which the Building and 
Health Departments have the power to enforce. 
Oue change that Miss Potter suggested was the 
enactment of a law compelling the construction of 
a nursery In block designed for tenoments, 
which children might use as a common room while 
their parents were away at their work, and where 
they should have plenty of light andair. She cited 
ene case in Mulberry-street where eight families 
of 42 persons occupied one room, a cellar, dark, 
damp, and in every way unhealthy. Cheap trans- 
portation to enable poor people to get tothe 
country and fresh ir was sadly needed. No full 
remedy would be h or women, she said, until 
they had a voice in the making of the laws. 

Col. Emmons Clark, Secretary of the Health De- 
partment, described in detail the method under 
which the aepartment is conducted, its system of 
sanitary inspection, supervision of plumbing, £e. 
He said the reason the statistics of deaths appeared 
to be so much larger proportionately than those of 
births was becanse there was nosystem by which a 

erfco: r-gietration off the births in the City could 
be Obtumed, and that one-third of the births at 
least were not registered. This fact accounted 
for the erroneous statement made befere the 
committee and frequently published, that the 
number of deaths exeeeded the number of births 
inthe City. The tenement-house population of 
the City—that is, the number living in buildings 
eccupied by four or more families—aggregated 
800,000, or a trifle less than one-half the entire 
———. The average number of tenement- 
ouses erected annually during the past three 
years was 1,500. The City in its sanitary govern- 
Ment was in advance of any City in the 
world, and it was also freer from small-pox 
and other contagious diseases than any other 
large city, and for that reason. Tenement-houses 
were not so healthy as they might be, but their 
condition had been very greatly improved during 
the past few years, as property-owners found it 
beneficial to keep them in good condition, and 
now co-operated very generally with the Health 
Department authorities. The rules adopted here 
in relation to the plumbing of new buildings were 
now being adopted very generally in all the large 
cities of the country. 

Dr. Abraham W. Lozier spoke in favor of ethical 
culture in the common schools, and said that the 
health of children was being ruined in our schools 
by the over-memorizing required and the attempt 
to teach teo many studies. He had been com- 
pelled to take a son from the City College and a 
daughter from the Normal College because the 
tasks imposed were too many and toe severe, and 
resultedin breaking down the health of the ohil- 
dren. Jeremiah Murphy, a leader in the recent 
freight-handlers’ strike, spoke in favor of trades- 
education in the eommon schools. The hearing 
will be continued at 10 o’cloek this morning.

THE TEA-DEALERS’ PRESENTS. 


CROCKERY AND GLASSWARE MEN BECOM- 
ING ALARMED AND MAKING A FIGHT. 
The war between the legitimate dealers in 
crockery and glassware andthe gift tea-dealers 
bids fairto become violent ina short time. The 
enterprise of giving small presents of glassware 


with purchases of tea is of comparatively recent 
date, the first move in the direction having been 
made about six years ago. In a short time it 
became a very popular form of advertising 
and completely routed its rival, the gaudy chromo, 
At first the regular dealer in the articles given 
away as premiums did not seem to appreciate the 
danger to his business, but within the past year 
er two he has become thoroughly alive to the fact 
that a remedy must be found or his profits will 
become sadly diminished. With this idea the 
wholesaie and retail crockery-dealers of the 
United States and Canada have formed a protect- 
ive union with the intention of foreing the 
interloping tea men out of a field whieh the crock- 
ery men consider as exclusively theirs. Their first 
attempt in this direetion was made by appealing 
to the manufacturers to refuse their goods to the 
tea men, and, failing in this, they drafted a billand 
tried to have the Legislature make italaw. The 
bill was defeated, the arguments used being that 
its provisions were too stringent. As a last resort, 
the crockery men intend to make combinations, 
and by guaranteeing large orders to individual 
manufacturers, with the proviso that gift stores 
shall not de supplied, hope to force the trade back 
to its normal channel. Mr. James T. Wright, of 
No. 225 Greenwich-street, 4a large jopbér and re- 
tailer of crookery and Vice-President of the Asso- 
ciated Dealers, says: “At present our plans are 
not sufficientiy advanced to say how or when the 
jobbers will make the meve looking toward an 
agreement with the manufacturer. Hewever. we 
hope to make such progress in that direction within 
a week or two that the gift stores will be obliged to 
seck some other mode of selling their goods.”

THE CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Cuicaao, Sept. 19.—The leading produce markets 
were active to-day and very variable in tone, being 
strong and weak by turns. The markets were sus- 
tained early by local buying, which did not hold out 
tilllo’clock. The news fromthe Eastern sea-board 
and from Europe was much less encouraging than on 
the previous day, which led to the inference that 


somebody was mistaken and developed a weak 
fecling here toward thkeclose of the session. This 
feeling was still worse in the afternoon, when the for- 
eign markets were sald to have been weak through- 
out the previous day. Provisions were active and un- 
certain. Pork sold down 5 to 7% cents, advanced 30 
cents, fell back 273g cents, and closed 23¢ to 
10 cents below the latest prices of Tuesday; at 
$10 65 bid for October and $11 25 bid for January, 
the more deferred deliveries being the weakest. Lar 

sold down 734 cents to 10 cents, advanced 20 cents, 
aud closed 5 cents to 10 cents lower, at $7 8244 bid for 
October and §7 65 bid for January, with the greate t 
weakness in the near futures. Short ribs ciosed o 
cents lower for January, at $5 7714 bid, witn October 
steadier at 8575 bid. Liverpool reported meats 6d, low- 
er, while there was not much change early in the !ocal 
hog market. During the first hour there were four 
orders tosell product and some filling of shorts, 
especially on October pork, which earried prices up, 
but the strength was shattered by .the unload- 
ing of a ine of October lard on fhe 
first call, and after that the market ruled 
tame, with mostly a scattering trade. Latera great 
pile of stuff was sold, supposed to be on English ac- 
count, on which the early seller of lard took it in 
agsin for January. About 22,000 tierces of lard 
changed bands at $7 60 for that month, The ship- 
ping demand was fair for pork and more 
active in hams and middles. The reported shipments 
of the latter were large. Onthe afternoon cali pork 
declined 10 cents andiard and meat 5 cents, with ac- 
tive trading, especially in lard. Flour was dull and 
unchanged. The local trade took a few small lots, 
and that was all. Exporters were out of the fleid, 
Bran was easier at $11 50 to $11 8714 per ton.] 

Wheat was less active and averaged weaker. It 
sold up 4s cent early in the day. then declined 144 cents, 
and closed 3 cent below the latest prices of Tuesday 
at 94 cents bid for October and 96% cents bid for No- 
vember. The receipts here at Toledo and St. 
Louis were all smaller, agreeing with the news of 
the previous day that the movement im the country 
is slackening up. This accounted for the early 
strength here, some leading operators buying in 
spite of the fact that the public advices from 
England noted a further decline. They thought 
that the British reports had failed to catch 
the true inwardness of the _ situation at 
home. But private cables came in later stating that 
Liverpool and London were weak. and some called 
them demoralized, while New-York houses sent word 
here that they could not fina any export demand, and 
that the oprry of the previous — was caused only by 
a coupleo — houses filling ina few ae. Then 
the folk who had loaded up hereearlierin the day 
tried to put it out again and the result was weakness. 
Probably as much as 2,500,000 bushela of short wheat 
was filled during the last hour, Thesbipping demand 
was fair for red, at 99 to 993, cents for No. Zand #3 
cents for No.3, The former was more active on fu- 
tures, at $1 0044 to $i 0034 fer October and $1 0334 for 
November, ope wheat was steady at 03 to 93% 
cents for No. 2 and 8244 cents for No. 3. 

On the afternoon call the market was active aud de- 
clined 34 cent under large offerings. Later the tone 
was steadier, at 9554 cents for November and 93% 
cents for October. Corn was aetive and irregu- 
lariy stronger; it sold up 1 cent early, but 
fell back and closed weak at 3% to Wk cent 
below the latest prices of Tuesday, at 48% cents bid 
fer Oetober and 4854 cents for May. The British mar- 
kets were called dull and easier, but our receipts were 
much smaller, with relatively large shipments, and 
there was a much better shipping demand, 
which carried rejected up 14¢ cents and made 
the speculative grades strong, though car lots of 
the latter fell back with the later weakening in fu- 
tures. The trade during the first hour of the day was 
mostly of the scalping order, with some receivers 
seliing. But one man filled in a big line of shorts, and 
then came news of damage by frost, some parties stat- 
ing that thereis an immense shrinkage all over the 
area east of the Missouri River, while the news came 
that the corncropof the Danublan Provinces proves to 
be 40 per cent. short. But there was too much on 
sale at the advance to permit it to be sustained. Cash 
No. 2 sold chiefly at 4¥ to 4934 cents, and rejected 
chiefiy at 464% to 464 cents. On the afternoon call the 
market wag moderately active and about 34 cent 
lower, at 485g cents for October, with May steady at

Civil service reform is made a direct is- 
sue between the political parties for the first 
time in the neighboring State of New- 
Jersey. The Democrats in their convention 
a week ago denounced the ‘‘sham methods 
of the Civil Service Commission in its pre- 
tended examinations of candidates for 
place,’ thus putting themselves distinctly 
on record against the system of reform. Mr. 
ABBETT, in accepting the nomination, 
places himself in full accord with the 
shameless spirit of the platform by declar- 
ing in plain terms that if he is elected he 
shall ‘‘ reward’’ the men “‘ that do the work” 
of the campaign. The Republicans in their 
platform congratulated the country on ‘‘ the 
successful application of the principles of 
genuine civil service reform in the national 
Administration,’ and favored the adoption 
of the system in all branches of the State 
Government. There is no doubt that Judge 
Drxon will cordially accept the doctrine of 
the platform. The issue will therefore be 
directly joined in the State of New-Jersey, 
and the people will have an opportunity of 
showing whether they want reform or not: 


Mr. JerEmMian Mourpuy, who spoke be- 
fore the Senate committee yesterday in 
favor of trades-education in the common 
schools, exposes himself to a criticism which 
has often been made by working men like 
himself and by those speaking in their 
behalf. To teach Greek and Latin in 
the common scaools is a misuse of the pub- 
lic funds. The few persons whose children 
need instruction in those languages should 
pay for it from their own private pockets. 
It is equally true that shoe-making, book- 
binding, wood-carving, or type-setting can- 
not be taught in the common schools with- 
out gross injustice to tax-payers who have 
no wish to train their children for those 
trades. The education of the common 
schools must be general, not special. 


The meeting of Congress is nearly three 
months away and several interesting State 
elections are to intervene, but there seems 
to be a lively canvass already begun for 
the subordinate offices of the new 
House of Representatives. Candidates for 
Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms, Door-keeper, and 
Postmaster are starting up from widely 
separated parts of the country and urging 
their claims. They will severally have their 
local backers, and will make a canvass 
among the Democratic members of the 
House almost as lively and persistent as that 
of the various candidates for the Speaker- 
ship. None of them consider it profitable, 
however becoming it might be, to leave their 
merits to speak for themselves, and each of 
them relies on his political services and the 
claims of his section for recognition. 


A SHAM REFORM. 


The duty of the State Convention to- 
ward the Republican Party was clearly 
defined by Senator MinueR yesterday. 
It was somewhat less emphatically ex- 
pressed in Mr. Sxrnnzr’s_ resolution. 
But the action of the convention fell 
short in two respects: No general method 
for performing the duty assigned to it was 
laid down for the State Committee, and the 
committee was directed to report to the next 
State Convention. Of these errors the sec- 
ond is the most important, and unless the 
State Committee shall act with a vigor, de- 
cision, and liberality which cannot be ex- 
pected from it the error will prove a very 
grave one. 

The situation is very simple. There is a 
great number of voters in the State who 
would act steadily with the Republican 
Party if the machinery of the party gave 
fair and full effect to the wishes of its mem- 
bers. These voters, under the present sys- 
tem, as Senator MitueR very justly said, 
‘‘very often either vote with our oppo- 
nents or stay at home.’’ Their votes 
are essential to a victory in New- 
York for the Presidential candidate. In 
order to get them, the just demands of the 
voters must be met before the work of 
choosing delegates to the National Conven- 
tion is begun. The State Convention has 
postponed the whole question practically 
until that work shall have been accomplished. 
Considered as a serious attempt at re- 
form, this action is ridiculous. It puts 
off reform until the chief purpose for which 
it will be needed in the next four years is a 
thing of the past. As an offer to the inde- 
pendent voters it is so empty as to be insult- 
ing. The convention in substance says to 
the independent voters: ‘‘ We admit that 
our present system is narrow, despotic, cor- 
rupt, and does not give you a voice in the 
management of party affairs. If you will 
wait until we have, by this system, fixed 
the delegation to the next National 
Convention, we will talk the matter over. 
Meanwhile, we have named a State Com- 
mittee absolutely in the hands of men who 
have abused the old system and may be de- 
pended on to do it again, and this commit- 

tee is directed to carefully consider the mat- 
ter. We call your admiring attention to 
the sizo and beauty of the shell 
we are handing you; the oyster is 
reserved for those who have hereto- 
fore been fed at your expense.” The 
men who have issued this peculiar invita- 
tion to the independent Republicans may 
have thought that the latter would be de- 
ceived by it. They certainly did not think 
that they had given to these Republicans the 
slightest hope that they would haye 
any more voice in the work of 
the party with reference to the na- 
tional candidates next year than they have 
had in the past. The fact is that they 
neither wished nor intended to open the 
party management tothe party. They have 
their grip on it and they mean to keep it 
and work it ‘‘for allitis worth.’’ Unluck- 
ily for them, they forget that it is in the 


power of the independent voters to make it 


worth little or nothing.

THE TICKET AND THE PLATFORM. 


It was a foregone conclusion tbat the Re- 
publican State officers would be renomi- 
nated, and with the addition of Mr. Prixy 
T. Sexton for State Treasurer they make 
a strong ticket. The single exception 
to the uniform excellence of the 
nomipations is in the case of At- 
torney-General Russeru. That Mr. Rus- 
SELL is a capable and industrious lawyer 
is well known, but he has not shown the 
firmness and independence of character 
nor the readiness to perceive the interests of 
the public or to use the clear powers of his 
office in dealing with the powerful and cor- 
rupt corporations with which he has had to 
do that would have been desirable. Mr. 
Sexton, though not widely known in 
the State, bears a high reputation whcre 
he is best known, and probably does 
not at all deserve the imputation cast upon 
him by the biundering Mr. Manpen, of 
Orange, who avowed that he voted for him 
because he (MADDEN) was opposed to 
‘* modern reformers.”’ 

The platform is a compact and fair docu- 
ment, better than the average of such -pro- 
ductions. Its allusion to the tariff is un- 
necessarily ambiguous, but its declarations 
in regard to civil service reform are clear 
and in the right spirit, while its reference to 
the monopoly question is—well, it is safe. 


THE ISSUE IN MASSACHUSET18. 


The action and utterances of the Massa- 
chusetts Republican Convention show that 
but one issue was recognized in that assem- 
blage, and that was the defeat of the Gov- 
ernor whose administration has been a dis- 
grace to the State. It is rare that such una- 
nimity is exhibited in a political conven- 
tion or in the sentiment of a party. 
The proceedings in the Boston Music 
Hall were but the culmination of a 
spontaneous movement of the mass of Re- 
publican voters. There had been from the 
first a recognition of the fact that the one 
thing to be done in Massachusetts this year 
was to clear the State from the veproach 
that had been cast upon it by permitting 
Gen. BuTLER to display his coarse and vul- 
gar demagogism in the seat of the chief 
magistrate. It was the stress of popular 
sentiment in the party that induced all as- 
pirants to the highest office in the State to 
yield their claims and pretensions and 
directed every effort toward the selection of 
the candidate who would be strongest in the 
confidence and good-will of the people. 

The nomination of Mr. Rosrxson was 
the outcome of the common desire and 
determination to have nothing stand in 
the way of a perfect union of party senti- 
ment and a bold and vigorous prosecution 
of the canvass against BuTLER and Butler- 
ism. It is no longer worth while to canvass 
the relative merits of those who were at one 
time or another talked of for the 
nomination. Mr. Rosrtnson’s candidacy 
is the legitimate product of the needs 
of the occasion, and it represents 
completely the character and purpose of the 
contest. For subordinate State offices the 
present incumbents were renominated, and 
it is significant of the spirit of the conven- 
tion that the only show of opposition was 
directed against Lieut.-Gov. Amgs, to whom 
the sole objection was a kindly feeling for 
BuTieR which he has not always concealed. 

So overshadowing was the issue against 
Butlerism that the convention was in ro 
mood for long-drawn declarations of party 
principles. It was content with a compact 
and lucid summary of the well-known and 
oft-repeated doctrines of the party, to which 
was added a brief statement of the issue 
itself. There can hardly be a doubt of the 
outcome of this contest. The Republicans 
of Massachusetts are aroused and united. 
They have on their side the mighty force of 
State pride, and Gen. BuTLerR is likely to 
find that his recent investments in political 
capital are as delusive and as disastrous in 
their effects as the financial doctrines which 
he was advocating a few years ago. 


GOVERNMENT ARCHITECTURE. 

The resignation of Mr. H1iu presents a 
good opportunity to reorganize the oflice 
of the Supervising Architect. Mr. Hriu does 
not resign ‘‘under fire,’ but has awaited 
the report of the investigation, which attacks 
the system upon which the business of his 
office is conducted, but does not impeach 
his personal integrity. In this respect, in- 
deed, the Supervising Architect’s office has 
been exceptionally fortunate. Whatever 
may be thought of Mr. MuLLETT’s architec- 
ture, the poverty in which he left an office 
in which he controlled the spending of far 
more money than was expended at the same 
time under the direction of any American 
architect in private practice was highly hon- 
orable to him; while his successor, and Mr. 
Hiiu’s predecessor, Mr. Porter, not only 
gave no pretext for scandals, but was an 
architect of ability. There neither was nor 
is, however, any guarantee in the organiza- 
tion of the office that the incumbent shall be 
an educated architect.

Competition 
is now generally recognized among 
architects as an admirable device for stirring 
up bad blood and getting bad buildings. 
There would be no need of resorting to it if 
there were a reasonable guarantee of an im- 
partial and intelligent selection by the Su- 
pervising Architect; and the distinction of 
a Government employment would soon 
come to mean as much and be as highly 
prized in the United States as it now is in 
France.

MALEVOLENT ADVICE. 


One Prof. Winter has delivered a lecture 
in Brooklyn entitled, ‘‘Let the Children 
have the Pencil.’’ It was a plea for placing 
a lead pencil in the hands of every child in 
the country. He was not mobbed, neither 
was he arrested and bound over to keep the 
peace. Truly, the immunity which crime 
enjoys in the City of Churches is as marvel- 
ous as it is painful. 

What motive could the Professor have 
had in instigating people to give pencils to 
children? To this question no answer sug- 
gests itself, and we must content ourselves 
with assuming that general misanthropy is 
his dominant passion. He knows perfectly 
well what follows when a pencil is placed in 
the hands of a child. If the child has 
learned to write, he decorates every availa- 
ble wall and piece of furniture with his 
name or with scurrilous sentences and hu- 
morous caricatures of the most depressing 
nature. If thechild is too young to write, 
he draws decorations of Queen Anne build- 
ings and portraits of human beings and 
animals on every surface on which 
the pencil will make a mark. Nothing 
is sacred to the child with a pencil. He will 
draw triangular headed cows on the clergy- 
man’s surplice or the baptismal font, he 
will write his name on the front door of every 
leading citizen, and scrawl derisive epithets 
on the wall of his father’s study. , lt has 
been calculated that seventy-one per cent. of 
the value of houses, clothing, and furniture 
is annually destroyed in this country by 
children with pencils, and as yet only a 
small proportion of our children come into 
the permanent or temporary possession of 
pencils. What would be the terrible result 
were Prof. WINTER’s wicked counsel to be 
followed and were all children to be pre- 
sented with pencils. 

It may be possible that Prof. WINTER 
is interested in the kalsomining, house- 
painting, or furniture-making business, and 
may fancy that the demand for his ser- 
vices will increase in proportion to the de- 
struction wrought by infantile pencils. This 
is hardly a probable theory, for it is evident 
that were pencils universally in the posses- 
sion of children, the destruction wrought 
by them would be so swift and persistent 
that no one would attempt to make it good 
by buying new furniture and employing 
painters and kalsominers.*° The Professor 
is doubtless a man consumed by an intense 
hatred of the human race, and he tries to 
gratify this hatred by malevolent advice 
such as that contained in his lecture. He 
affords a melancholy spectacle, but it is 
very improbable that any large number of 
persons will be so silly or wicked as to gtve 
pencils to irresponsible children. 


THE KEA. 

The sheep farmers of New-Zealand are in 
a painful state of mind in regard to the kea, 
through the wickedness of which sheep 
farming isin process of destruction. The 
kea is a native parrot sometimes as profane 
and vicious as any civilized parrot. He has 
acquired a taste for mutton! and refuses to 
eat anything else. Whenever a flock of 
keas discover a flock of sheep they fall upon 
the latter, loudly shrieking, ‘‘ Polly wants 
some mutton,’’ and perching on the backs 
of the unhappy sheep, tear them to pieces. 

The aggrieved sheep farmers are now in 
search of some animal that will extirpate 
the keas. No animal at present residing in 
New-Zealand is willing to undertake the 
task, the local cats especially being of the 
opinion that the kea is too large to be con- 
sidered a game bird. Whether larger and 
bolder cats can be found is very doubtful. 
In all probability no enimal will enter into 
any contract to extitpate the keas, who will 
prey upon the sueep to their hearts’ content. 

What the sheep farmers need to do is to 
teach the sheep to protect themselves. This 
could be accomplished in various ways. 
The sheep could rid themselves of the keas 
by rolling on the ground; or they could ac-

When the people who own 
eats go away, they must leave them behind, be- 
cause cats are averse to travel, and the attractions 
of buffet cars and palatial steam-boats do not con- 
sole them for the loss of home comforts. Such 
comforts they will find in. the new Institation, 
where, strangely enough, stray canary birds are 
also to be accommodated, but whether the birds 
are to be devoted to the nourishment of the cats 
or will have separate apartments bas not been di- 
vulged. Dogs will be received. but as the employ- 
ment of professional dog-catchers has not been 
provided for, it is likely that only the humbler 
curs, to whom life is generally a burden, will find 
rest and refreshment in the Sheltering Home. Jf 
the animals are not claimed by their owners with- 
in a specified period of time, they will be ushered 
out of the turmoil of this life with tne aid of chlo- 
roform—a humane method of getting rid of super- 
flnous creatures which the Maine Legislature saga- 
ciously endeavored during its last session to apply 
to the suppression of poor relations.

WILLIAM FAXON. 

William Faxon, President of the Hartford 
frust Company, diea suddenly at his rooms in the 
Park Central Hotel, in Hartford, Conn., yesterday, 
of heart disease. Mr. Faxon was born in West 
Hartford 62 years ago, and was one of the best- 
known men in Connecticut. He began life 
In a@& newspaper office, and was at one 
time with Jobn L. Boswell. He was 
the owner of the Hartford Courant over 30 years 
ago. From Hartford Mr. Faxon went to Am- 


berst, Mass., and there published the Amherst #z- 
preset. In 1856 he became one of the pubiishers of 
the Avening Press, of Hartford, the firm name 
being Faxon & Pierce. Subsequentiy Gen. 
Joseph R. Hawley became one of his as- 
sociates on the Press. At the outbreak 
of the war the Hon. Gideon Wells. Secretary of the 
Navy, made Mr. Faxon his first assistant in the de- 
artment. During the eight years that Secretary 
ells heiad his Cabinet portfclio Mr. Faxon was 
his confidential adviser and assistant, hold- 
ing the closest personal relations with him. When 
Mr. Wells retired from the Cabinet Mr. Faxon also 
left the office, and subsequently he spent some 
time abroad. In 1878 he was appointed Bank Com- 
missioner by Gov. Hubbard. He hela the position 
two terms, being succeeded by the Hon. 8. Q. Por- 
ter. of Farmington. During the Winter session of 
Congress in 1851, Mr. Faxon was appointed Post- 
master at Hartford, but he declined to accept 
the office. In April of that year he was 
elected President of the Hartford Trust Company, 
and he remained at the head of that institution 
notil his death. He was also a Director in tho 
Phevix Insurance Company. Until two months 
ago he was a Director of the Charter Oak Life In- 
surance Company, and would have been re-elected 
pad he not declined the place. He was a member 
of St. John’s Episcopal Church, aud a constant at- 
tendant at services. He leavesason and daugh- 
‘er, the former being an artist in this City.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS 


—_—-s—-_— 
A ST, LOUIS BREWERY FIRM'S DIF- 
FICULTIES. 

CALL FOR A MEETING OF THE CREDITORS OF 
THE ANTHONY & KUHN CONPANY—FAIL- 
URES ELSEWHERE. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 19.—A rumor, which was 
soon substantiated, gained ground on 'Change this 
morning that the Anthony & Kuhn Brewery Com- 
pany, a concern recently incorporated by Henry 
Anthony and Francis Kuhn, of the firm of 
Anthony & Kubn, and Austin Voght, had suc- 
cumbed to financial embarassments, and had 
decided to call a meeting of their creditors 
for to-morrow afternoon. The report caused 


considerable surprise, as it was known that the 
concern was doing a large business, which was 
generally believed to be profitable. Investigation 
showed that the action of the company was based 
upon the advice of their attorneys, Broadhead & 
acussier. A few days ago the firm applied to Mr. 
Hacussier to take for them the necessary steps of 
having the business of the firm transferred to a 
company. but before doing so Mr. Hacussier said 
that it would be ogee f for him to examine 
their books. He did so, and discovered that their 
liabilities largely exceeded their assets, the figures 
showing about $325,000 of the former to $175,000 of 
the latter. He advised them to explain the situa- 
tion to their creditors and leave it to’ them 
to decide whether or not the proposed 
change should be made. The firm decided 
to make the change first, and then place their 
whole business in the hands of the creditors to do 
as they thought fit about it. Mr. Hacussier said 
to-day that the move was made for the benefit of 
the creditors, because if matters had culminated 
ina forced sale of the firm's assets they would 
have been sacrificed. He considered that, 
though he has placed the assets at $175,000, 
they have a real vaiue of $850,000. The chief 
creditors are the Fourth National Bank, the 
Franklin Bank, the Mechanics’ Bank, Mr. Becker 
C, Hoppe, and Mr. Teichmann, maltsters, of St. 
Louis; Anthony Schroeder, maltster, of New- 
York, and r. Joseph Schneider, of this 
city. Figures have been difficult to obtain, but 
it known that the banks are large creditors, 
the Franklin Bank holding a mortgage on 
real estate for $34,000. Mr. Schneider's claim is 
for $8,000. The prineipal property consists of a very 
valuable brewery and garden at Sidney and Buel 
streets, an up-town depot and saloon at No. 112 
North Fifth-street, and a new saloon, called the 

Rhbeinische Hall, at Second and Market streets. 
The cause of the suspension is said to be the 
transaction of business largely in excess of the 
firm's capital, they having a number of outside 
agencies, many of which have been anything but 
—. It is the general opinion of the 
rewers that the company will tide over the em- 
barrassment, and that the creditors at the meeting 
to-morrow afternoon will do their best to help 
them. A proposition for payment in full will be 
made by the company.

OTHER BUSINESS TROUBLES. 
SEVERAL HEAVY FAILURES REPORTED IN 
VARIOUS PARTS OF THE COUNTRY. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 19.—H. A. Ramsay, 
proprietor of the Vulcan Iron-works, of this city, 
made an assignment to-day fur the benefit of his 
creditors. He had large contracts at St. Louis, 
and the money due him for work done, upward 
of $16,000, was attached in that city by his land- 
lord here. His liabilities are not known, but he 
states that his assets will be ample to pay all the 


debts. The works are closed, and nearly 200 men 
are thrown out of employment. 


Boston, Sept. 19.—Farrington & Hunne- 
well, silversmiths, and Young, Thayer & Co., dea!l- 
ers in bark extracts, on Purchase-street, have 
failed. The two firms had financial relations, and 
a note of the former was allowed to go to protest 
on Monday by the latter firm. Farrington & Hun- 
newell are reported to have been worth $100,000 
aud Young, Thayer & Co. $50,000. 

A. R. Mitchell, of Newton, has pooaed a thirty- 
thousand-dollar attachment upon the property not 
long ago transferred by Fayette Shaw to his wife 
and two daughters. A seeond attachment for $55.,- 
000 and a third for $20,000 has been placed upon 
the same property by R. O. Williams, of New-York, 
and the Phoenix National Bank, of Hartford, Conr., 
respectively. The attachments are forthe purpose 
of testing the validity of the transfers of the prop- 
erty by Shaw, and it is understood that those 
placed by Mitchell and Williams are for the benefit 
of the creditors in general. 

Bradford Lewis & Son, of Walpole, cotton-waste 
and card-board manufacturers, have failed. They 
bave been running the Walpole mills for 10 years, 
and employed 40 hands. Their liabilities are $50,- 
000, with assets nominally the same. 

At a meeting to-day of the committee appointed 
by the creditors of Herzy, Whittier & Wyman a 
proposition of settlement was presented by the 
Massachusetts Loan and Trust Company to pay 
the sum of $225,000 to the creditors, provided they 
release the firms of Herzy, Whittier & Wyman, 
Batchford & Co.,and Herzy & Co. from all debts. 
By converting the assets of the first named firm 
alone into money the creditors would realize 70 
cents on the doliar. 

Benjamin Burgess & Sons, sugar-dealers, who re- 
cently failed, have made an assignment to William 
C. Rogers and Franklin Haven, Jr. The exact 
amount of their liabilities is not yet known, but it 
is thought that, secured and unsecured, they will 
approximate $1,400,000, of which less than 
$170,000 is acceptances. The principal assets for 
the unsecured creditors are claims of $600,000 or 
$700,000 against parties in Cuba. The creditors are 
scattered, and it is doubtful whether it will be at- 
tempted to call them together for a meeting. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 19.—A meeting of the 
creditors of Storer Brothers & Co. and Storer, 
Bolster Brothers & Co., the failed dry goods firms, 
was held here this afternoon. The representation 
was not large from New-York and Boston, but 
most of the Maine creditors were present. Mr. 
Putnam stated that all the private property of the 
partners was not sufficient to meet their obliga- 
tions, and that their private liabilities came mainly 
from the firm. He said that the total amount re- 
quired to be paid to outside creditors was $324,625, 
and that the total amount available of the partner- 
ship is nominally $92,000 less than the above liabili- 
ties, and the paper given by F. & H. P. Storer is 
£9,500, making the total $101,500. Mr. Putnam 
spoke of the fact that the failure had turned 
out perfectly clear and open; no secret liabilities 
had been found. He had, he said, no offer to 
make, but thought that the partners could handle 
the assets better than tne creditors and pay a 
larger percentage. The firm of Storer. Bolster 
Brothers & Co. owes $118,000, of which $83,000 is to 
Storer Brothers & Co. Its outside liabilities are 
234,400 and net assets $74,000, enabling it to pay 60 
cents on the doliar. The Hon. R. M. Richardson 
was continned as Trustee of the incoming funds of 
the firm. A committee was appointed to examine 
the oe of the firms so as to report at a future 
meeting. 


Mapison, Wis., Sept. 19.—The Sheriff yes- 
terday took possession of the dry goods and cloth- 
ing store of M. 8S. Rowley. Liahilities about $50,000, 
chiefly due to Chicago and Milwaukee firms. There 
are $22,000 in judgment notes out, and it is not be- 
lieved that the convertible assets will satisfy them.

GOVERNOR'S DAY AT MERIDEN. 

NEw-HAvEN, Conn., Sept. 19.—Gov. Waller 
and his staff, accompanied by ex-Gov. Bigelow, 
Gov. Jarvis, of North Carolina; Mayor Lewis. of 
this City, and other distinguished guests, attended 
the State Fair, at Meriden, to-day. About 6,000 
people were present to applaud the speeches 
of Gov. Waller and Gov. Jarvis. Gov. Jarvis, 
after stating that this was hie first visit to New- 
England and expressing his admiration for the 
manufactures of the North, said that, while in the 
graces of oratory he might not compete with 
the Governor of Connecticut, yet he prob- 
ably knew more about agricultural mat- 
ters, having been born and raised on 
a farm. He would not under-estimate the value 
of marnfactures, but New-Fngland must not 
undervalue the farmer's occupation, because on 
him rests the burden of supplying all others with 
the foundations for their industry.

STOLEN PROPERTY RESTORED. 

New-HaveEn, Sept. 19.—Burglars broke into 
the Woodbury Savings Bank one night about six 
weeks ago, and, driving from the village witha 
stolen horse, carried away nearly $10,000 worth of 
property, mostly bonds and mortgages, of 
which $4.500 worth of bonds were negotiable. 
Through the mediumship of a Litchfield County 
lawyer the bank hes now recovered all 
but about $1,000 worth of bonds. Detective Tay 
lor, of Bridgeport. who has been working on the 
case, tracked the thieves so closely that it is sup- 
posed they were anxious to turn over the booty to 
escape arrest. The bonds and a large amount of 
eash were found packed in a fruit can hidden in 
an old stone wall within a rod or two of the 
Bridgeport Jail. 
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MURDERED BY OLD ENEMIES. 
Erg, Penn., Sept. 19.—This morning an old 
feud terminated in the probable death of Samuel 
Barber, fireman on the Anchor Line steamer Japan. 
Many years ago he is said to have stabbed Edward 


Dunden and * Rusty” Collins in asaloon affray and 
escaped. Seeing him to-dav, they determined to 
kill Barber, and waylaid him with that purpose in 
mind. Beating his head to a jelly, they fled, leay- 
ing their victim dying. Both are in jail. Collins 
is a noted Pennsylvania desperado. having for 
years appeared as defendant in nearly every term 
of the Criminal Court, charged with all grades of 
crime.

BREAKING THE RECORDS, 


FINE WORK DONE BY THE BICYCLISTS AT 
YESTERDAY'S TOURNAMENT. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 19.—A crowd of 
from 20,000 to 25.000 persons witnessed tne bicycle- 
races in Hampden Park this afternoon, and from 
75,000 to 100,000 persons gatherea on the streets 
this morning to see the parade of about 800 wheel- 
men, Over 60 different clubs were represented in 
the line, and the handsome uniforms, glitter- 
ing wheels, and colored guidons formed a bril- 


liant spectacle. Nearly every kind of bicycle 
known was displayed. and three bands furnished 
music. The neat and striking uniforms of the 
Citizens’ and Ixion Clubs, of New-York, attractéd 
attention and received considerable applause. 
Soon after noon the crowd began to surge toward 
the park. Tieket sellers and takers were driven 
with work. The grand stands filled up and the 
mass of human beings overflowed upon the park. 
There was very great enthusiasm over the 
performances of some of the contestants, and 
this came near being serious for Hendee just 
after he had completed the 20-mile race. His 
friends rusbed forward to carry him off on their 
shoulders, and he was_ thrown off his machine and 
knocked senseless. He recovered in a few min- 
utes, however, and will be able to take part in the 
25-mile professional race to-morrow. 

The first raee, one mile without a turn, was won 
by Burt Pressy, of Smithville, N. J., in 3:11, C. H. 
Jenkins, of Louisville, being second. In the two- 
mile scratch Kobinson, of England, and Carey, 
of Boston, had the contest to themselves. Rob- 
inson won in 6:02 2-5, Carey’s time being 6:03 1-5, 
and both records breaking that made yester- 
day b Burnham, of ‘Newton, his being 
6:04, which was 10 seconds better than any 
previous record. The next race was the 10-mile 
amateur handicap. There were 11 starters. Rob- 
inson, of Engiand, feli out on the third mile. Chick- 
ering, of Smithville, N. J., kept the lead for two 
miles, and then gave place to Burnham, of Newton. 
This order was maintained to the end. Purnham’s 
time was 22:13 1-5, beating Moore’s record of 
82:24. Stevens, of Millville, N. J., was third. 
A ** tug-of-war race’ was won by the Springfields, 
In the inter-eollegiate five-mile race Am- 
herst was represented by F. W. Williams, of 
Amherst, Harvard py A. D. Claflin, son 
of ex-Gov. Claflin, of Massachusetts, and Yale 
by Lewis Hamilton, of New-Haven, and W 
K. Crawford, of Chicago. The Yale men 
led for two miles. On the last mile Crawford 
dropped to the rear and Claflin came aown the 
home stretch at a spiuning pace some distance 
ahead of Hamilton. Time—i6:48. The 20-mile 
amateur race for the Pope Cup was con- 
tested by Hendee, of Springfield; Midgely, 
of Worcester, and Jenkins, of Louisville, 
Ky. Jenkins fell out at the end of the third mile, 
leaving Hendee and Midgely to tak each other 
around the track. From the seventh to the six- 
teenth mile Hendeo was second, but in the last 
five miles he kept the lead, making a grand spurt 
several hundred yards from the finish and winningin 
1:07:82, beating all amateur records above 10 miles 
and the American professional record for 20 miles. 
Last came the 10-mile professional handicap 
race. Prince and Higham, of Washington, and 
Keen and James, of England, although they 
started last, easily overhauled Kline, of New- 
York; Morgan, of Montreal, and young Rol- 
linson and Neilson, of Boston. The {four 
riders kept well together throughout the 
race, and their spurts were received with great 
applause. Keen seemed to have therace weil in 
hand, but on the home stretch Prince made an ex- 
tra effort and crossed the line winner in 31:06 3-5, 
beating his former record of 31:4934.

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THE ORANGE COUNTY FAIR. 


HOSTS OF ATTRACTIONS AT A VERY 8UC- 
CESSFUL EXHIBITION. 

MrppLetown, Sept. 19.—The forty-third 
annual exhibition of the Orange County Agricul- 
tural Sceiety, which began here yesterday, is the 
most successful fair ever held in thecounty. The 
entries number about 8,200, an increase of 700 over 
last year. To-day about 8,000 persons were on the 


grounds, which are three-quarters of a mile from 
the village. The society Jeases the land, which is 
low andrather rough. Stages run between the 
station and the entrance to the grounds, and the 
narrow streets of the town have been crowd- 
ed all day with teams. To-night every hotel 
is full, and people have gone to Goshen 
to spend the night, unable to find accommodation 
here. ‘The display of cattle attracts as much at- 
tention as any one thing. It is the largest 
as well as tho best ever made by the 
society. There is a notable exhibition of Hol- 
steins, thorough-bred and grade. John Mitchell, 
of the Meadowbrook Farm, has a_ dozen 
head, and Judge Fullerton 11. Judge Fullerton’s 
cattle were bred on his farm in Fairfax 
County, Va. and show the effects of a se- 
vere voyage to New-York. Mr. Mitchell shows 
@ magnificent 38-year-old Holstein bull, weighing 
2.150 pounds. W. Egbert Arnout has some fine 
Guernseys and grade AE 3 and carries 
off a pocketful of premiums. C. R. Shous and sev- 
eral others also make a fine display of grade Jer- 
seys. A herd of Ayrshires exhibited by C. A. 
Chamberlain, of Franklin, Delaware County, is 
much admired, as area herd of 11 shorthorns ex- 
hibited by W. 8S. Moore, of Mt. Upton, Chenango 
County, and a herd of Jerseys owned by Capt. 
Lewis S. Wisner. In all there are about 825 head 
of cattle on exhibition. 

The visitor to the grounds will be struck by the 
number of fine horses which the fair has brought 
together. Staid and scber farmers handle the rib- 
bons over the backs of superb fliers, while gay 
young agricultural bloods, with their best girls 
by their sides, dash around the track in 
light wagons of every description. Between 2and 
8 o'clock this afternoon a cavalcade of 250 horses 
and drivers swept round and round thetraek. It 
wae a fine exhibition to lovers of horseflesh, and 
will be repeated to-morrow and Friday. One hun- 
dred and fifty 5-year-old and upward roadsters 
alone are entered. 

The display in the fruit department is said to be 
superior to that made at any of the State fairs. 
The tent devoted to fruit is one of the most attract- 
ive places on the ground. One long table is 
given up to grapes of every variety. Another 
groans beneath the weight of pears resembling in 
size Summer squashes. Although the apple crop 
is considered a failure, some very fine Winter fruit 
is exhibited. Most of the fruit comes from the 
eastern end of the county, in the neighborhood of 
Newburg. 

The season has been exceptionally favorable for 
the growth of potatoes and onions, and some 
mammoth specimens ornament the vegetable de- 
partment. Isaac T. Mapes exhibits 55 varieties of 
seedling potatoes. No cheese and little putter is 
exhibited. Orange is nota butter-making county, 
the farmers say, half regretfully, as they think of 
—" apparently endless contests over the price of 
miik. 

Last year the people of this town, in order to 
secure the fair, erected a substantial build- 
ing for the art department. This year it 
has been enlarged. and the interior is 
aitogether the handsomest place on the 
grounds. There isa bewildering display of “crazy 
quilts,” embroideries, and fancy work of every 
description. A stripped wall tent, open at both 
ends, holds a fine floral display, in which the 
Homeopathic Insane Asylum, near here, is well 
represented. 

Not far away is the dog show, which is the bes 
patronized place within the inclosure. A. E. 
Godeffroy, of Guymard, proprietor of the Never- 
sink Kennel,‘bas 68 thorough-bred dogs on exhibi- 
tion, and other breeders have enough more to 
make up about 100 animals inall. Three very fne 
St. Bernards and half a dozen puppies of the same 
breed were surrounded by a crowd all day. 

The school children throughout the county, 
with the exception of those in this village, were 
admitted to the fair free to-day. To-mor- 
row the Middietown boys and. girls’ will 
enjoy the same _ privilege, a_ haif-holiday 
having been granted them. The receipts of yes- 
terday and to-day are sufficient to defray all ex- 
penses of the fair, and if the weather holds good 
the society will havea handsome balance in its 


treasury.

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THE GREAT RETAIL DRY GOODS 

STORES AXYFEOTED. 

REASONS GIVEN FOR THE INCREASE AND 
OBJECTIONS MADE TO THE CHANGE BY 
THE PROPRIETORS OF THE STORES. 

A new schedule of rates has been established 
by the fire underwriters for the principal retail 
dry goous stores of this city situated outside of 
whatis known as “the dry goods district.” In- 
surance men have been complaining for some time 
that the rates of insurance on many of the large 
up-town stores were too smal! and that the mar- 
gins for profitsto the companies were not fairly 
in keeping with the rieks assumed. The new list 
has not yet been promulgated and many of the 
proprietors of the stores to be affected are not 
yet aware of the impending changes. It is expect- 
ed, however, that the announcement of the in- 
creased rates will be made very soon. The new 
rates will be found to range from 1 to 1% per cent., 
and, in one or two cases, they will reach 134 and 
2 per cent. The advance is one that will un- 
doubtedly cause much grumbling on the part 
of the owners of stores who are now pay- 


ing an average rate of something less 
than i percent. A large proportion of the same 
risks that will be embraced in the pew schedule, it 
is said, were freely taken only three years ago at 
from 40 to 60 cents. It is estimated that with the 
new rates the insurance companies bolonging to 
the association will have the benefit of an advance 
over the recent prices on this class of business of 
at least 30 per cent. 

The stores that will be chiefly affected by the 
new insurance tarilf are those of Arnold, Consta- 
bie & Co., Lord & Taylor, Stern Brothers, Le Boutil- 
lier’s, Simpson, Crawford & Simpson, Ehrich, 
Macy's, Altman's, and Ridley’s, and about 50 
others. Some of these have been specitically rated, 
and several of them declare that they have contracts 
with their insurance companies which will not ad- 
mit of any change for some timetocome. The ac- 
tion of the .fire underwriters has aroused much 
feeling among such of the merchants as have heard 
ofit. The latter quite naturally feel that they 
have been paying as much as they ought for their 
insurance. ‘Those who have very valuable 
properties well insured declare that, with 
the careful precautions which self-interest im- 
pela them to take against fire as well as 
burglars, they are paying a high rate when they 
pay 1 percent. It is intimated that the insurance 
companies will encounter some resistance from 
large and wealthy firms to the proposed advance. 
One of the proprietors of a _ prosperous 
Twenty-third-street store said to a Times 
reporter last night: ‘“‘We are already pay- 
ing a good rate for what insurance we 
carry, and Idon’t feel like submitting to an ad- 
vance of from 20 to 30 per cent. The insurance 
companies must not proceed with too bold a front, 
for they may drive the up-town store-keepers to 
unite in a protective association. There are 
enough of us to insure ourselves, if we combine 
together forthat purpose. Ido not say that there 
is any such scheme on foot, but it has been dis- 
cussed in an informal way.”’ 

“ Do you think the insurance companies are mak- 
ing profits out of their present rates on the retail 
dry goods stores ?”’ 

“Yes, I thiak they are. Judging by the rate 
that our concern pays they must be. All exten- 
sive busineas houses that carry large linos of in- 
surance are required to pay pretty stiff rates, be- 
sides which they take expensive precautions 
to protect themselves from fire, thereby 
protecting the insurance companies. If the lat- 
ter lose money on any of their risks it 
must be because they are writing many un- 
rated riske at less than their real value. It is 
claimed, I understand, by the underwriters that 
this increase of rates has for its object the im- 
provement of the condition of the insurance busi- 
ness in this City. Ifsuch is the case I must say 
that they are beginning at the wrong end to im- 
prove. By charging unfairly high rates on spe- 
cial classes of business the underwriters 
are certainly bound to lose the friendly 
support of public opinion as well as the 
patronage of some of their best customers. 
The conditions that surround the mercantile trade 
are changing. With our greatiron and fire-proof 
stores, private hydrants, and improved fire-extin- 
guishing apparatus, it is not to be wondered at 
that, with big insurance bills staring them in the 
face, many proprietors are beginning to contem- 
plate the practicability of being their own in- 
surers,”’ 

There are merchants and insurance men who 
take very liberal views of this matter. Some of 
the store-keepers say that they have no objection 
to a moderate advance of rates. They acknowl- 
edge that any improvement in the financial condl- 
tion of the insurance companies and in the class 
of risks taken will inure to the advantage of those 
who are insured. A few merchants are willing 
to concede that the fire insurance business has 
been very unprofitable in this City for the past 
two or three years. It has been stated by some of 
the insurance people that last year the premiums 
received by ali of the fire insurance companies in 
New-York barely sufficed to pay the losses and 
expenses. This alleged demoralization in the 
business, it is said, has been brought about 
by the prevalence of entirely inadequate rates on 
certain classes of insurance, the result of strong 
competition between the several companies. One 
gentieman said: “ The mercantile community is 
composed Of reasonable men who want to see 
every kind of legitimate business thrive. Ifitisa 
fact that the insurance companies are not earn- 
ing profits at the present rates then an advance 
in rates must be made. If the advance 
is made without undue discrimination against any 
particular class of business, it will not only be tol- 
erated but sustained by the merchants. I think 
the new rates proposed are beyond reason. A 
general rate of 1 per cent. on retail stores covering 
Jarge areas might be considered as fair. Excep- 
tions could be made by special ratings for twoor 
three particularly hazardous risks.” 
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TOPICS FOR CHRISTIANS. 


GREAT THRONGS AT TUE CHRISTIAN CONVEN- 
TION IN CHICAGO. 

CuicaGco, Sept. 19.—The second day’s ses- 
sion of the Christian Convention was conducted 
by Mr. Moody, Mr. Sankey having charge of the 
singing. The attendauce was so large that hun- 
dreds were turned away. After the usual devotional 
exercises, which this morning were of unusual in- 
terest, the Rev, Dr. Henson opened the discussion 
of the topic ** What shall be done to secure a more 
general attendance of the people upon public wor- 
ship?’ He suggested Sunday-school training for 


the children as the best method of securing regular 
attendance when they grow older. There should 
also be personal solicitation. J. L. Houghtaling 
complained that people did not receive visitors in 
their pews as they did in their houses. Their wor- 
ship was of the perfunctory kina, and the renting 
out of pews was one of the mistakes of Protestaut- 
ism. Mr. Moody declared that there were two 
sides to the renting question, and if churches could 
not have free pews they should make the rental as 
low as possible. The Rev. Dr. W. X. Ninde then 
opened the discussion of *‘ How to Secure Relig- 
ious Impressions in the Home." He proposed to 
make the Christian home an ideal one. Dr. R. M. 
Hatfield thought the mother was the only one who 
could make the home attractive in a religious 
light. 

“At the afternoon session it was found necessary 
to close the doors to keep out the surging crowd. 
Mr. Moody announced as the topic, “How de- 
votional meetings might be made more interest- 
ing and profitable,” which was opened by the 
Zev. W. M. Lawrence. ‘The trouble, he said, was 
often in the construction of churches, the prayer- 
rooms being generally in some obscure corner.

THE INSANE CLERGYMAN'S CRIME. 

The room on the top floor of No. 49 Fulton- 
street, in Brooklyn, was filled yesterday afternoon, 
and many people had gathered around the building 
outside, when the inquest was held overthe bodies 
of the Rev. James Kemlo and his wife. Several of 
ofthe dead man’s college classmates, with his 
father, mother, brother, and sisters were present. 
The seven jurors selected by Coroner Keller 


looked at the bodies, which rested in coffins in 
the back room, and then heard the witnesses, 
their story adding little to that published 
yesterday. Ebenezer Kellum, the bank clerk, who 
first reached the room where the tragedy took 
place, said that when Kemlo was lying on the side- 
walk after throwiog himself from the window he 
asked him why he had committed the crime. 
Kemlo replied that he did not remember having 
done anything. The mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Kemlo, 
testified that the young wife had said that 
her husband the night before he came to 
Brooklyn had been restless, and had ltandied 
a razor in a ,way that frightened her. 
The witness, on the day of the murder. went to 
Fulton Market to get something nourishing for her 
son, whose head had been affected by overwork, 
and he had not slept for two months. She had 
put up tour beds so that her son could secure rest 
and sleep by changing about when he came to 
visit her. The witness said her son wus deeply at- 
tached to his wife and that he was a very religious 
man. The jury found that Kemlo was temporarily 
insane when he killed his wife and himself,

THE ROSE AMBLER MURDER. 
DETECTIVES DISCOURAGED, BUT STILL AN- 
OTHER CLUE FOUND. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 19.—Another day 
has. been spent without apparent results by the 
detectives who began over a fortnight ago their 
efforts to discover the murderer of Rose Clark 
Ambler at Stratford. Coroner Holt expects to 
hear from them when the inquest resumes its ses- 
sions to-morrow a report that ne progress has been 


made, coupled with the suggestion that further 


pursuit of the criminal be abandoned. The de- 
tectives assert that the newspapers have ruined 
the case by the beens publication of new 
clues and fre evidence. State’s Attor- 
ney Fessenden, who has spent the great- 
er part of today in looking over the 
ground at Stratford,does.not join in their view of 
the affair, and he has bluntly expressed the opin- 
jon that the detectives have not made such prog- 
Tess as the State has had the right toexpect. It is 
probable that a formal report wiil be made by the | 
detectives to the Coroner’s jury, showing the va- 
rions theories which have been worked out and 
giving in detail all the evidence which has been 
procured. Dr. Moses White, the microscope expert, 
will require little time to present his report re- 
garding the blood-spots which he has found 
on William Lewis’s lap-robe, although it is intt- 
mated that before he leaves the stand he may pos- 
sibly make some statements regarding the charac- 
ter of the blood-spots which will clash to some 
extent with the story told by Lewis and his mother 
that the stains were made over a year agoand 
have been two or three times subiected to a thor- 
ough scouring. “If Dr. White,’ remarked a de- 
tective to-night, ‘‘should say positively that this 
blood came upon that blanket recently Willlam 
Lewis will find himself in a bad fix.” 

**But will Dr. White so testify?” 
Times's correspondent. 

The officer’s reply was evasive. He must de- 
cline to talk, he,said. The ends of justice de- 
manded his silence. 

Grocer Woodward will go over to Stratford from 
Birmingham to answer the jury’s inquiries based 
on the affidavits as to conversations with Lewis 
just after the murder. William Lewis also ex- 
pects to be within the jury’s call, although he will 
not be in custody. The scratches whieh State’s 
Attorney Fessenden aud Coroner Joyce saw on his 
hand will be discussed with him again, and he will 
be asked to explain something about his career as 
a gay Lothario in the hamlets of the Naugatuck 
Valley. Lewis still assumes to be jolly and care- 
less of suspicion. Capt. Clark. Rose’s father, will 
attend the jury’s hearings. He has abandoned his 
arrangemeénts for Fall fishing trips, and bis friends 
say he declares ie will devote the remainder of his 
life to hunting down the slayer of his girl. A 
dozen new and ridiculous stories are afloat to- 
night. The latest entertaining fiction is to the 
effect that on the Sunday evening of Rose’s mur- 
der astrange schooner put into Stratford's little 
harbor and then disappeared in the night time. 
Lewis's friends think this should clear him from 
suspicion. 

A frend of Fuller, the New-York detective 
who dropped out of the Rose Ambler case 
last week, arrived here this afternoon with 
a theory. He holds that Rose Ambler’s 
assailant was an oysterman—one who had 
heard of her habit. of visiting almost nightly her 
lover Lewis from theidle gossip of the oyster fish- 
ermen in Stratford harbor. This theorist says that 
late on the Sunday afternoon that Rose was killed 
a white oyster sloop anchored in the mouth of the 
Housatonic River. She was of medium size and of 
handsome model. Her arrival attracted lit- 
tle attention. Night came on. Soon after 9 
o'clock Rose Ambler lert Lewis to go to her 
home. Some time between 10 and 10:30 the 
heavy footsteps of a man were heard 
thundering down the main street, past the Judson 
House, not 30 rods from where Rose Ambler’s 
body was found next morning. Mr. Judson heard 
the steps, as did his wife. On they went through 
the darkness down toward the Stratforc wharves. 
Another man, Wileoxson, and his son, also heard 
them, and still another, whose name the gentle- 
man did not recall. An hour later. as a party of 
belated oystermen was coming up the harbor, the 
men saw, through the inkiness of the night, a 
good-sized sloop running out over the flats. They 
noted her closely because she had no lights set and 
because they momentarily expected to see her run 
aground. But she passed on safely and vanished 
inthe gloom. The oystermen could not discern 
hername. They thought little of it until a day or 
two ago, when a Fuller detective spoke to them 
about it. 

The mysterious oyster sloop is supposed to be in 
orabont New-York. The Fuller detective, after 
absorbing a!) the information he could gather con- 
cerning the vessel, vanished, and is now engaged 
in looking up the craft. There are many features 
in the story of the crime that go to confirm this 
theory, notthe least of which is the fact that the 
bit of sun-tanned skin which was found by the 
physician under Rose Ambler’s finger-nail bears 
every evidence that it is from the hand of some 
hard-working man—some mariner or fisherman, 
for instance. 

Coroner Holt has been asked to-night to make 
the hearing at Stratford to-morrow very brief. and 
some influences are beipg brought to bear to have 
him order a postponement until Saturday. While 
it is possible that he will accede to these requests, 
he says he will waste no more time than 
is absolutely necessary. Rumors are. afloat 
representing that new evidence of importance 
has been discovered by Detective Bibbins. 
He has found a man named Frank Curtiss, who, it 
is alleged, will upset some of William Lewis’s tes- 
timony. Curtis is quoted as declaring that he met 
Lewis riding in a light wagon on the night Rose 
was killed, He was on the ox pasture road. Lewis 
bas sworn that he did not leave bis house on that 
night. Curtiss issaid to be a reputable man whose 
veracity has never been questioned.

THE CHARMING MISS HANLON. 

AFTER FASCINATING FATHER AND SON SHE 
*  ¥§ VILELY PLOTTED AGAINST. 

Mrs. Cathcrine Bell lives at No.300 Rivinzton- 
street, and Mrs. Eliza Brown, who owns several 
houses in the City and is regarded asa rich woman, 
ls an occupant of a fiat inthesame house. On Tues- 
day last Mrs. Bell applied to Justice Duffy fora war- 
rant for the arrest of Mrs. Brown for threatening 
to take her life and also for having defamed both 


her own good name and that ot Miss Ellen Hanlon, 
of Williamsburg, a very intimate friend. The Jus- 
itice granted the warrant, and yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Brown, Mrs. Bell. and about 2? friends of both 
parties surrounded the solitary policeman sta- 
tioned in front of the Justice’s desk and awaited 
further preceedings. Upon being asked to relate 
her story, Mrs. Bell said, substantially. that Mrs. 
Brown began her infamous sixnder about Miss 
Hanion and berself about nine months ago. 
Mr. Michael Lilly, of No. 2 Cherry- 
street, a nephew of Mrs. Brown, was 
in love with Miss Hanlon, Mrs. Brown 
found this out, and was very much displeased, be- 
cause she would rather “die than have any rela- 
tion of bers married to her.” She told the young 
man’s father—ber brother—about the affair, and 
he said that be would call upon Miss Hanlon and 
try and break the engagement by telling her sto- 
ries about hisown son. Mr. Lilly, Sr., called upon 
Miss Hanlon and was very much prepossessed in 
her favor because she is pretty and talks very well. 
Upon finding out that her caller was the father of 
the man who loved her, she did al! in her power 
to make him like her, and with so much success 
that, after the acquaintance between them had 
somewhat ripened. the old gentieman asked her to 
change her views and take the father instead of 
theson. Mr. Lilly, Sr., was believed to be rich, 
whiie Mr. Lilly, Jr.. depended upon the sweat of 
his brow for his support, ane Miss Hanlon took the 
Proposal into consideration, but asked that the 
son be kept in ignorance of the father’s proposal.

CASTING THE LEE STATUE. 
POURING THE MELTED BRONZE INTO THE 
MOLD WHICH WILL FORM THE CHEST, 


Knots of workmen in checked jean blouses, 
who talked in French, hovered around a roaring 
furnace in which a mass of metal seethed, in the 
works of the Henry & Bonnard Bronze Manufac- 
turing Company, at Nos. 2387 and 239 Mercer- 
street, yesterday. In the middle of the hot and 


smoky room was a huge flask containing a 
mold of the chest of the statue of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee. It was one of the seven 
main parts of the statue that was to be cast. 
There were other molds for other sections of the 
statue in different parte of the room, but they 
were not ready for the bronze to be poured into 
them, Several gentlemen had gathered to witness 
tne casting, among whom were Mr. Alexander 
Doyle, the sculptor: Gen. A. R. Lawton, ot Savan- 
nah, an old personal friend of Gen. Lee; James 
Giitillan, late Treasurer of the United States; Gen. 
Horatio C. King, of Gov. Cleveland’s staff; Major 
T. L. Watson, of Bridgeport, Conn.; Mr. Henry J. 
Newton, Prof. A. Magand, and Mr. John M. Moflitt. 

A charcoa! fire was built in aniron box on the 
top of the moid of sand, and a stout Frenchman, 
with an odd cap on his head, the foreman of the 
shop, urged the flames with a bellows in order to 
heat the passages which the metal was to follow. 
He jooked into the dazzling mass in the furnace 
once in a while to see how near ready it was to be 
run into the mold. The other workmen wound 
clothes about their arms and hands to — the 
burning bronze from coming in contact with the 
flesh. At last the plate was taken off the furnace, 
and at the word of the stout Frenchman an iron 
chain, to which a pair of tongs was at- 
tached, was lowered into the roaring flames. 
They gripped a crucible fand drew it u 
with its load of bubbling bronze. which threw o 
heat, smoke, and sparks, The metal had reached 
atemperature of 1,800°,and was almost white. 
The accumulation on the top was blown off and 
the metal poured into a huge iron pot, 
heated almost red hot, which bung on a 
heavy chain at the end of a ponderous der- 
rick. Four other crucibles were drawn out in the 
same way and their contents poured into the pot. 
The derrick creaked and groaved as the metal, 
weighing over a ton, was bauled upto the top of 
the flesk, about eight feet from the ground. 
The stalwart Frenchman gave the signal and the 
pot was tipped up. A stream of dazzling metal 
ran out into a wide oritice in the mold and went 
hissing and cracking threugh the interstices. 
Smoke and bright sheets of flame shot out through 
the vent holes. There was a sharp report and 
some of the metal spurted out through a 
hole in the bottom and squirmed, sputtering 
like a golden serpent through the sand on 
the floor. M. E. Henry, the manager, said 
the casting was uninjured and would come out all 
rigkt. The workmen at first tooked anxious, but 
when they saw no particular damage wes done 
their faces cleared, That part of the statue alone, 
Mr. Doyle said, would weigh 1,200 pounds, and 
would be one-fourth of an inch in thickness. The 
mold was fashioned on a plaster model and the 
eore fitted to that. Then the core was cut away 
to the required thickness of the metal. 

The statue will be 16 feet in height and weigh 
altogether 4,000 pounds. It will represent Gen. 
Lee as a Confederate General, in a reviewing posi- 
tion, with his arms folded and his sword hooked 
to his belt. Gen. Lee did not wear the regulation 
uniform, but one slightly different, with a rolling 
collar and starson the shoulder. This coat isto 
be reproduced. The hat is a soft, broad- 
brimmed military hat. The arms have been cast. 
They lay in the works yesterday. The head, the 
lower part of the torso. and the legs are yet to be 
cast. The heaviest piece will be the lower part of 
the torso, from the waist to the knees, which will 
weigh 2,100 pounds. The head will weigh 300 
pounds, The monument is to be paid for by the 
Lee Monument Association, of New-Orieans, and 
is to be given to that city and erected in Lee Cir- 
cle. This public place used to be called Tivoli Cir- 
cle, but its name was changed when the statue 
was proposed. The figure will be erected Feb. 22 
next. Work was begun on the model one year

THE BROADWAY FIRE. 
A REVISED LIST OF THE LOSSES AND INSU- 
RANCES. 

The fire which broke out on Tuesday even- 
ing in the building Nos. 537, 539, and 541 Broadway 
Was not extinguished until midnight, and it was 
noon yesterday before the engines were with- 
drawn from the premises.

SCROTINIZING JUPICIAL NOMINATIONS. 
The Bar Association intends to take its 
usual action in regard to the judicial nominations 
this year. Two Justices of the Supreme Court

MATTERS OF EDUCATIONAL INTEREST. 

The Board of Education met yesterday after- 
noon. Superintendent Jasper sent in a communi- 
cation giving the statistics of the attendance at and 
refusals of admission tothe public schools at their 
opening on Monday of last week and comparing 
the same with the statistics of last year. On school 


opening day, 1882, the atteMdance was 116,579, and 
this year it was 123,702. The average attendance 
forthe first week this year was 125,957, against 
119,462 in 1882. ne number of children refused 
admission to the schools during the tirst week was 
2,263. The want of acccmmodation was princi- 
pally feit in the schools in the Nineteenth Ward, 
where 1.000 children were refused admission. Two 
new echools are being built in this ward. The 
other wards where the schools were not large 
enough to accommodate ail the applicants were 
the Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth, Thirteentn, Seven- 
teenth, and Twenty-second.

THE STEWART MEMORIAL SCHOOL. 


—_~>_——-. 
THE NEW BUILDING OF THE CATHEDRAL 
SCHOOL AT GARDEN CITY. 


The new building of the Cathedral School of 
St. Pavl for Boys, which has been erected in Gar- 
den City, Long Island, by Mrs. A. T. Stewart, to the 
memory of her late husband; is now completed, 
and the first term of the school in the new edifice 
will be opened this morning. The building. 
which is the largest and most complete strueture 
of its kind probably in the world, was designed by 
Edward D. Harris, the architect of the Stewart es- 
tate, who has given his personal attention to every 
detail of its construction, and it has been reared 
under the direct supervision of ex-Judge Henry 
Hilton. The school stands on a plateau about half 
amileto the west of the hotel at Garden City, at 
an elevation of 107 feet above tide-water, and its 


situation between the Atiantic Ocean and Long 
Island Sound, insures for tbe inmates at all seasons 
of the year oF meng and healthy atmosphere, in 
which toe breeding of malaria is an impossibility. 

The Cathedral! School in its arrangements for the 
welfare of its pupils may be properly deseribed as 
a vast hotel with a school-house attached, as the 
greater part of the massive building is devoted to 
a perfect system of arrangements for lodging and 
teeding the boys who are to become its inmates. 
The structure is in the form of a letter E, the back 
of the letter or front of the building facing south, 
witn a Jeneth of 280 feet, and the three wings run- 
ning east and west, the two outer to a depth of 
180 feet each. The material of the structure is 
brick, which was manufactured on the estate, and 
the trimmings are of Nova Scotia and Belleville 
freestone. The architecture is the early English 
Gothic, which forms a fine contrast to the more 
modern Gothic of the Cathedral, and the details 
bave been very carefully studied. In the front are 
three towers, one on the centre and one at cach 
corner, and from the north-east angie rises 
the bell and clock tower to a height of 150 
feet. The north-western angle is finished with 
a turret, and the effect of the building, 
with all these jutting towers, is very 
picturesque. ‘The building is, in the main, fire- 
proof, and not a lath has been used in its construc- 
tion. ‘The decorations are very simple, but very 
pretty, and will bear a close inspection. There 
are two entrances to the school on the west side, 
and the main entrance, in the middle wing on the 
south, consists of a stone porch, surmounted by 
pinnacles. Above this, on the central tower, is the 
inscription, cut in Belleville stone, ** In Memoriam; 
Alexander Turney Stewart. St. Paul's.” The 
west and east gables bear the inscriptions, re- 
spectively, “ Ars et Philosophia” and ** Historia et 
Scientia.”” On the corner-stone, which is at the 
base of the bell-tower, is the legend, in golden let- 
ters, ** Pro Christo et Ecclesia et Literis Humanis.” 
The basement is very high, and is occupied in the 
west wing by play-rooms for the boys, to be used 
in inclement weather, and the armory in which 
are stored the guns, which are to be used by Lieut. 
Cc. A. L. Totten, United States Army, in drilling the 
pupils. The remainder of the basement is devoted 
to the laundry. kitchen, store-rooms, butcher's 
shop. and sleeping-rooms for the men servants. 
The appointments of all these departments are as 
complete as those of any first-class hotel. Belotv 
the basement is the cellar. in which are four boil- 
ers to supply the steam for heating and ventilating 
the different rooms. 

The flooring of the first story is of encaustic 
tiles. with figures in beautiful colors, and the 
wainscoting is of the same material, surmounted 
by a band of terra cotta, relieved by black walnut 
moldings. The flooring in all other parts of the 
building except the chapel is of Georgia pine and 
the finishing is of Western brown asb, which is very 
enduring and makes a very prettv appearance. On 
entering the centre wing at the main entrance on 
the south. a reception-room on either side first at- 
tracts attention. These two rooms are 25 feet 
square, and, with the parlor in the east wing and 
the library in the West wing, each of which is 21 
by 50 feet and communicate with the reception- 
rooms, form a continuous suite only broken 
by the hall, 150 feet in length. The parlor 
is for the use of the pupils after school 
hours, and tbe reception-rooms are _ for 
the reception of friends. These apartments 
are finished in black walnut, and costly 
Persian rugs take the place of carpets on the 
floors. Chandeliers depend from the ceilings. and 
altogether the room would be a credit to a Fifth- 
avenue mansion. [Directly opposite the en- 
trance is the grand staircase leading to the chapel, 
and this, like the two others, one in each wing, is 
of bronzed iron, with slate treads, and its entire 
construction is open to view. The staircases ex- 
tend from the basement to the top of the building. 
and in addition to these there isa hydraulic ele- 
vator for the use of pupils and visitors and two 
private staircases for the servants. Under the 
chapel is the large dining-room, fronting on the 
north, lighted on three sides, and capable of seat- 
ing 250 pupils. Opening from it isa smaller private 
dining-room for the teachers who may wish to use 
it. The chapel is reached by passing up one 
flight of the main stairs, and occupies two stories 
of the central wing. It is a_ beautiful 
piece of architecture. The stone lancets of the 
windows are filled with stained glass illustrative of 
scriptural events and bearing Bible mottoes in 
Latin. The designs are very unique in charaeter, 
and were the work of Will 8S. Antrim, who painted 
Niblo’s Garden and Harrigan ana Hart’s new thea- 
tre. He died before seeing his work in place. 
There are four windows with lancets on each side, 
and the chancel window contains three lancets, 
their being 19 stained giass designs inall. The seats 
ot the chapel face the broad aisle. It is de- 
signed only for antiphonal singing, the services to 
be held here being only morning and evening 
prayer. The chancel is furnished with an organ of 
remarkable capacity and beauty of tone. 

The eastern wing of the buliding is given up en- 
tirely to sleeping-rooms for the pupils of the 
school, and of the 250 rooms for this purpose near- 
ly aliare in this section. The rooms are of various 
sizes, some of them being as iarge as an ordinary 
parlor, and the smallest affording as much room as 
a good-sized hall bedroom. Each one is lighted 
by gas, and In each isa stationary marble basin, 
with water, and a wardrobe. The basins are 
drained by a system entirely separate from the 
other drainage of the building, and tbe water from 
them will never come in contact with any other 
Water. The rooms are uncarpeted, but each is 
furnished with a very beautiful rug. ‘The veds, 
tables,and chairs of ash have all been made to 
order. The school proper.in the western wing, 
consists of 10 class and recitation rooms, fitted up 
with ali the modern appliances. There is an in- 
firmary for tbe sick, with a nurses’ room at- 
tached, which can be entirely separated from the 
other part of the building; a gymnasium, a Jabor- 
atory, a lecture-room, and an art-room. Bath- 
reoms and lavatories are provided in each wing of 
the building, and the plumbing has all been done 
by the day, und is thought to be as good as could 
be done ior money. ‘The school ig ventilated by 
means of large heated flues in connection with 
each room, which will remove the impure air, aud 
the entire building is heated by steam. The upper 
story of the building has been set apart for dormi- 
tories, which can be used, should the Faculty see 
fit, in place of the sleeping-rooms below. The 
water supply will be from the Garden City Water- 
works, and will be ample for all purposes. 


PANIC IN A SCHOOL-HOUSE.

HOW A THOUSAND CHILDREN WERE NEED- 


LESSLY ALARMED. 


A panic occurred yesterday afternoon in St. 
Mary’s Parochial School in the Catholic Institute, 
Jersey City. The Institute is a large two-story 
building, in which daily congregate about 1,000 
children whose ages vary from 5to14 years. In 
one of the class-rooms on the upper floor, in which 


the second class of the temale department had 
assembled for closing prayers, is a figure 
of the Virgin draped with light muslin anda 
lace, and surrounded with candles, which 
are lighted during prayers. A girl was detailed to 
light these candles, and iu discharging her task the 
Wax taper she used eame in contact with the 
drapery of the figure, and in a moment it was ina 
blaze. There was no danger, but the girls be- 
came panic-stricken, and Sisters Candida and 
Agnes, who were in charge, found it im- 
possible to control them. The children rushed 
through an intervening class-yoom to the stairs, 
and iu their haste to make their way to the street 
some of them actually precipitated themselves 
down the stairway. The children in the other 
class-rooms became frightened at the noise aud 
screams, and they too joined in the rush. 
Meanwhile the scholars on the main floor had 
taken the alarm at the cries of fire coming from 
ibe upper story, but they were mostly 
held in check and were warched out in fair order. 
Some of them scrambled out of windows, how- 
ever, and overa brick wail, falling upon one an- 
other in the street. By tbis time Hook and J.ad- 
der Companies Nos. land 2 had been summoned. 
Tbey and a squad of police and a number of citi- 
zens devoted themselves to. extricating the chil- 
Gren who were tumbling over the wall or 
catching those who were by this time 
leaping from the front windows. Quiet was nut 
restored until all the chileren were out of the 
building, and this, fortunately. did not occupy 
any great jJength of time, owing to the fact 
that most of the pupils were on the 
ground floor. Singular to say, not one of the 
bousand children in the building was seriously 
Some were slightly injured by jumping trom 
the windows or by the falling upon tnem of other 
children in the scramble over the wail, but there 
were no broken limbs. The orderly manner in 
which the chiidren on the lower floor marched out 
was due to Brother Justinian and his assistants, 
and it was owing tothe control that he maintained 
over his department that there were no casualties.
